WHEREAS, in pursuance of the intention expressed in Our Warrant 
ef the 1st May, 1878, and previous Warrants, We have deemed it 
expedient to consolidate, and in certain respects to amend, the Regula- 
tions governing the Allowances of Our Army and the Departments 
connected therewith, contained in such of Our Warrants as are still in 
force, or in any Regulations or Orders issued to Our Army ; 


Ovr Witt and PLeEasureE 1s that from the Ist July, 1881, the 
Regulations attached to this Our Warrant shall be the sole and 
standing authority on the matter therein treated of: Provided always, 
that Our Principal Secretary of State, to whom we shall entrust the 
seals of Our War Department, shall be the sole administrator and. 
interpreter of these Regulations, and that Our Secretary of State 
shall in any matters not affecting the rates or quantities therein laid 
down, except where a temporary variation is specially contemplated 
by the Regulations, have power to alter them from time to time as 
ae appear to him to be expedient, until Our further Pleasure be made 

nown. 


Ir 1s OUR FURTHBR WILL AND PuEasure that Our Secretary of 
State may, in case of any Officer or man having drawn a higher rate 
of Allowances under authorities previously in force, permit the con- 


tinuance of such higher rate to any Officer or man actually in receipt 
of it. 


Any Allowances which may not have been drawn within one year 
from the date on which they might have been claimed, shall not be 
issued without the special sanction of Our Secretary of State, and 
sttch sanction shall not be given unless the circumstances represented 
show sufficient reasons for the Allowances not having been drawn at 
the proper time. 


Those Officers of Our Royal Engineers stationed in the London 
District and at Foreign Stations, on the Ist July, 1881, who, under the 
provisions of Our Warrant for the Pay and Promotion of Our Army, 
are temporarily allowed to retain the rates of Extra Pay or Command 
Pay for Engineer Officers hitherto in force, shall not, during such 
period, be entitled to the Allowances detailed in the Regulations 
attached to this Our Warrant. During such period they shall only 
receive the Allowances and advantages applicable to them under the 
Regulations hitherto in force, and shall be liable to stoppages for 
quarters, fuel and light, or field allowance, as heretofore. 


The issue of the Allowances of Officers, Warrant Officers, Non- 
commissioned Officers and Men of Our Army shall be governed by the 
classification laid down in Our Warrant relating to the Pay, Promo- 
tion, and Non-Effective Pay of Our Army (Parts I and II).

REGULATIONS 


RELATING TO THE 


ISSUE OF ARMY ALLOWANCES 


Division L—SUPPLY AND TRANSPORT ALLOW- 
ANCES. 


Section I—PROVISIONS. 


' Scales of Issues. 


1. Provisions will be issued at Home Stations as follows :— 


Persons entitled to draw Rations. Where stationed. Scale of Ration.

2. In the case of flying columns, a ration of half a gill (2th 
gallon) of rum may be issued in addition to the above, under 
the authority of the Officer Commanding, when certified ‘by the 
Senior Medical Officer to be necessary. As spirits do not form 
a portion of the ordinary Commissariat supplies, special notice 
of the demand must be given, and a stoppage of 1d. for each 
ration will be credited. 

3. At Foreign Stations the ordinary scale will be :—

The wife of an Officer who shall be quartered at a station 
within the tropics on the Ist July, 1831, shall receive as hereto- 
fore half a ration, and the child under 14 years of age of such 
Officer shall receive one-fourth of a ration; but rations shall 
not be issued to wives and families of Officers who after the 
above date may proceed to a tropical station. 

A soldier of Our West India Regiments, of Our Royal Malta 
Fencible Artillery, of the Corps of Gun Lascars, or belonging to 
the Corps of Miltary Labourers, whose case is not submitted to 
the Commissioners of Chelsea Hospital with a view to his claim 
to pension being considered, shall on discharge be granted free 
rations until he shall reach the place of his enlistment or in- 
tended residence, should the latter be not more distant. 

4. No person other than those specified in the preceding 
paragraph shall receive rations without the special order of the 
Secretary of State, and in the event of the issue being allowed. 
in consequence of ‘there being no markets which can be resorted 
to, the issue shall either be on repayment or be taken into 
account in fixing the pay of the appointment. — 

5. Military Governors of Colonies, and Mulitary Officers, 
administering Colonial Governments and not drawing Staff pay, 
are not entitled to any allowances, although they may be in 
command of troops, except when they are actually in the field’ 
during active operations. 

6. Officers and men who accept any civil employment which 
necessitates their being struck off regular military duty, are also 
not entitled to allowances. 

7. The scale detailed in paragraph 8 is applicable generally 
to Foreign Stations, but at certain stations, on account of the 
climate or from local and temporary circumstances, special 
scales of rations are in force, which are detailed in the local 
regulations of the Command. 


Provisions. 


8. The stations at which exceptional scales are at present 
in force are— 


South Africa ; 

Ceylon ; 

Hong Kong ; 

The Straits Settlements. 


At Malta, non-commissioned officers and men of the Royal 
Malta Fencible Artillery receive a special ration of 14 Ib. of 
bread daily and } lb. of meat for 4 days in the week, but Officers 
of this corps are entitled to the ration detailed in paragraph 3. 

9. Groceries will not be supplied as a public issue at home 
or abroad, but in cases when from any special emergency it 
is necessary that they should be supplied by the Commissariat, 
the following scale of ration will be adopted, a repayment of 
1id. for each ration being made :— 


+ lb. bread. 4 oz. coffee. 
4 oz. tea. 4 oz. salt. 
2 oz. sugar. gig 0Z. pepper. 


10. No change in the foregoing scales will be made, either 
as regards the quantities or the description of the articles com- 
posing the ration, without the sanction of the Secretary of State. 
At Foreign Stations, where there is no telegraphic communica- 
tion with England, the Officer Commanding may in very excep- 
tional circumstances, not admitting of delay, order a change to 
be made, but a report of his proceedings will be sent by the first 
mail. 

11. In case of active operations in the field, a special scale 
will be fixed by the Secretary of State, according to the 
climate and the circumstances of the expedition, but the follow- 
ing scale will, as far as possible, be adopted as a guide, viz. :—

12. When the supply of cattle is abundant, the ration of 
1.Ib. fresh meat during active operations may be increased by 
the General Officer Commanding, to 14 lb. 

13. During active operations the General Officer Command- 
ing will decide what persons besides those eee In para- 
graph 8, are to be supplied with free rations by the Commissariat, 
and he will give orders for the supply being discontinued as 
soon as circumstances admit. 

14. When troops upon service are detached from their trans- 
port, and necessarily carry their own supplies, the ordinary iron 
ration for two days shall be 2 lbs. preserved meat and 2 Ibs. 
biscuit, to be supplemented in such manner as circumstances 
admit. : 

15. Rations will not be issuable for Officers, their families, or 
their servants at stations where a consolidated money allowance 
which covers the cost of rations is issued, nor when Officers are 
absent from their stations on leave. 

16. No person will draw rations in more than one capacity. 


Soap and tobacco 


17. The number of civilian grooms for whom mounted 
Officers serving at Foreign Stations are entitled to rations, 
when not provided with soldier grooms, is as follows, viz. :— 


For one or two horses 3 se -. One. 
For three or four horses .. ‘cs .. Iwo. 
For five or six horses 7 a .. Three. 
For seven or eight horses. . oa .. Four. 


Rations will not be drawn for any servant for whom servant's 
allowance 1s drawn. | 

18. The issues to the wife and family of a soldier on the 
Married Roll, sanctioned in paragraph 8, may be continued for 
a period not exceeding three months after the death of the 
soldier, to his widow and children, provided the first opportu- 
nity is taken of sending the family to their home, or for a period 
not exceeding 30 days after his decease should the widow 
decide to remain at the station at which her husband died. 
When a soldier’s wife is struck off the Married Roll for miscon- 
duct, the issues will cease from that date. 

19. When a regiment at a Foreign Station is ordered on 
active service, and leaves behind the families, rations will be 
continued to the families on the married establishment, with 
the addition that the daughters of soldiers may receive quarter

rations up to 16 years of age instead of 14. The issues will be 
at the usual scale in paragraphs 3 and 7, being supplemented by 
the special money allowance granted by Section II. : 

20. In the case of invalid soldiers disembarking at Netle 
with their wives and families, and remaining there in hospital, 
the issue to the wife and family (if on the Married Roll) of half 
‘or quarter rations may be made, so long as the husband re- 
mains in hospital. 

21. If on tne death of the wife of a Warrant Officer or Staff- 
Serjeant his children should, by authority of the Commanding 
Officer, be retained on the Married Roll of the Corps, the issue 
of rations to them may be continued. On the death of the wife 
of any other non-commissioned Officer or soldier on the Married 
Roll, his children may, if temporarily retained by the Com- 
manding Officer on the Married Roll, likewise receive rations for 
a period of not more than three months after the death of 
their mother. 

22. On a soldier being struck off the Married Roll as a 
deserter, or as a prisoner, or for misconduct, his family may con- 
tinue to receive rations until sent to their home. In this case 
and that referred to in paragraph 21, the issue of rations will not 
be continued if the vacancy on the Married Roll is filled up. 

23. The Senior Commissariat Officer will settle with the 
Officer Commanding as to what are to be considered back 
rations, which are not on any account to be issued. Rations 
in kind which are not claimed in the month to which they 
belong must be considered as back rations. 

24, Surcharges made for over-issues are not to be accounted 
= by replacing the articles in kind, but by payment of their 
value. 

25. In order to meet cases where it may be necessary, or, in 
the opinion of the Secretary of State, expedient to depart from 
the scales before laid down, the following scale of equivalents 
will be followed :—

28. When in consequence of the supplies issued by the Con- 
tractor being condemned, bread and meat are purchased for the 
troops, the actual expense incurred will be allowed, provided 
the quantity does not exceed the authorised ration. But when 
under such circumstances supplies are purchased of articles 
which do not form part of the authorised ration, the cost must 
not exceed the value of the supplies condemned, according to 
the contract rates. 


Stoppages for Rations. 


27. All rations issued under the ordinary regulations of the 
Service, will be supplied free of stoppage: stoppages will only 
be required for the following exceptional and special issues :— 


(a.) For each ration of liquor issued to Officers or men, 
whether as a special ration or as part of the ordinary 
ration of the Command, a stoppage of ld. will be 
required. 

‘(0.) In the event of rations being drawn under authority of 
the Secretary of State during summer drills, or under 
other special circumst:nces, by Officers or persons not 
ordinarily entitled to receive them, the full value of the 
issues will be recovered. The Commissariat Officer will 
notify to the Staff-Paymasters the sums to be recovered, 
which will be calculated upon the cost price of the 
rations, and the Staff-Paymaster will then recover the 

. amounts. 

(c.) For each ration of groceries issued under paragraph 9, 

a stoppage of 14d. will be required. 


The stoppages will be credited by the Paymasters of Regi- 
raents or Stations upon Returns (Army Form F, 743) furnished 
by the Commissariat. 

During active operations in the field, stoppages under (a) 
will not be required. 


Money Allowances in lieu of Rations. 


28. When, under special circumstances, the ration referred to 
in paragraph 1 is not issued, a daily allowance of 6d. at home 
stations may be drawn in the following cases :-— 


(a.) All persons entitled to rations at stations where there is 
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no Commissariat contract, or who, while traveiling, 
cannot be supplied with them. 

(6.) Warrant. Officers at home. | 

(c.) Non-commissioned Officers and men on leave, pass, or 
furlough, and soldier servants allowed to accompany their 
masters on leave of absence. 

(d.) Recruits who have not been finally passed into the 
Service, for days on which they are entitled to pay, or 
who join their corps too late to be included in the ration 
return. | 

(e.) Non-commissioned Officers and men employed in the 
recruiting service. 

(f.) Soldiers employed, as detailed in pare greph 80, and 
other cases when the Secretary of State may see fit to 
authorise a money commutation being drawn. 


29. The allowance in lieu of rations, which will be chargeable 
on Army Form P, 1948, will not be admissible for days on which 
soldiers are provided with a hot meal by the Innkeeper under 
the Army Discipline Act, or on which they receive under the 
Travelling Regulations a travelling allowance which is intended 
to enable the soldier to provide himself with food. 

30. The only soldiers serving with their regiments who may 
locally be exempted from drawing rations in kind are— 


(a.) Men employed as waiters or servants in the Officers’ 
Mess. 

(b.) Men employed as Officers’ servants, when their masters 
live at an inconvenient distance from the barracks. 


These men may be struck out of mess, under the authority 
of the General Officer in local command, and may receive the 
commuted allowance; but no other men will be allowed out of 
mess at Home Stations, without the authority of the Adjutant- 
General to the Forces. 

31. The rate laid down in paragraph 28 is the ordinary rate 
to be drawn in lieu of rations; but in cases of isolated stations 
where no Commissariat contract can be entered into, or in other 
special cases, the Secretary of State may temporarily grant such 
special rate of allowance in lieu as the circumstances of the case 
may appear to him to justify.

32. When, under exceptional circumstances, the ration of Allowance in 


bread and meat is not issued at any Foreign Station where a 
consolidated allowance is not in force, @ pecuniary allowance in 
lieu will be paid according to the contract prices for the station, 
Non-commissioned Officers and men on furlough abroad wil] 
receive 6d. a day, with the exception of the Gun Lascars at 
Ceylon, who will receive 2d. a day, and the Royal Malta Fencible 
Artillery, who will receive 44d. a day.

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MODE OF OBTAINING PROVISIONS AND OF RENDERING 
RATION RETURNS, &c. 


Staff and Departments. 


33. All issues of provisions in kind, or allowances in lieu, will 
be made from the date specified in the General or other Order 
published at the station, notifying the appointment, arrival, or 
promotion of Officers and other persons entitled to allowances, 
a copy of such order being annexed to the voucher of first issue 
in each case: the issues will cease from the date of the Officer 
being struck off the strength of the command. 

34. The head of each department will, at the beginning of 
the month, send to the Commissariat Officer a list of those for 
whom rations will be required. He will also notify, during the 
month, any casualty affecting the list which may occur. On 
the last day of the month, Army Form F 744 will be rendered 
complete, showing distinctly the rank or position of the reci- 
pients. It will be signed by the head of the department, who 
will take care that the actual number of rations received is 
accounted for in this voucher. 

35. In camp and in the field, an Officer or non-commissioned 
officer will be told off for the duty of making the requisitions 
for the supplies required for the Officers and men of the whole 
staff at the station. 

36. He will act precisely upon the rules laid down for 
Quartermasters of regiments in paragraphs 40 to 43; with the 
single exception that his monthly ration return will be on Army 
Form F, 749, instead of F, 747. 


Regimental Issues and Returns. 


37. All issues of provisions in kind or of allowances in lieu will 
commence, in the case of Officers, non-commissioned officers and 
men, from the date on which they are taken on the strength of 
their respective corps ; in the case of women and children, from 
the date on which they are brought on the strength of the 
married establishment. 

38. Men absent without leave who do not return within 
24 hours will be struck off the ration list. Care must algo be 
taken that rations unavoidably or accidentally drawn in excess 
of the requirements of the corps for any day are retained for issue 
on the following day. This will be always practicable, except 
in hot weather, or in very exceptional circumstances. Officers 
Commanding will specify in the column of remarks of the Ration 
Return the cause of each increase or decrease of strength. 
They will show separately in their Ration Returns any issues of 
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bread and meat which may be made for men of the Royal 
Marines who may be attached to their corps. A soldier on the 
day of his release from prison may receive a ration or the allow- 
ance in lieu, and if sent from abroad as a prisoner for discharge 
in England may be rationed until he 1s discharged. 

39. When a corps, regiment, or detachment is ordered to any 
station or encampment, the Officer Commanding will notify to 
the Commissariat Officer at the station to which the corps is about 
to proceed, on Army Form F, 748, not later (if possible) than the 
day preceding that for which rations are required, particulars of 
the time of its probable arrival, the number of rations required, 
and the hour at which the supplies will be wanted. 

40. On arrival, and subsequently on the first of each month, 
the Quarter-Master will hand in to the Commissariat Officer the 
Ration Return of the corps, together with a duplicate thereof, 
on Army Form F, 742, for ordinary rations at Home Stations, and 
on Army Form F, 746, at Foreign Stations. After comparin 
the duplicate with the original, the Commissariat Officer wil 
retain one copy, and return the other to the Quartermaster, who 
will on each succeeding day exchange his copy, similarly filled 
in, for that retained by the Commissariat Officer. The Quarter- 
master will each day affix his initials as an acknowledgment of 
having received the quantities. At the end of the month the 
Ration Return will be closed and completed by the Quarter- 
master, signed by the Commanding Officer, and after record by 
the Paymaster, will be given up to the Commissariat Officer as 
his voucher for the issue to the corps. 

41, In camp and in the field, the Quartermaster of each 
regiment will furnish daily, or according to the period for which 
rations are ordered to be drawn, to the Commissariat Officer of 
the brigade, a duly certified requisition (which will be a page 
taken from its counterfoil in Army Book 55) showing the 
number of Officers and men for whom rations are required. 
Upon this document the necessary supplies, or cheques for the 
same on the Commissariat magazines, will be issued to him. 
The Quartermaster will carefully record the quantities thus 
received in Army Book 109. 

42, On the last day of each month, the Quartermaster of 
each regiment will furnish to the Commissariat Officer of the 
Brigade a voucher on Army Form F, 747, accounting for the 
supplies that have been issued to him during the month. This 
voucher will, as far as the columns for the strength of the 
corps are concerned, be a transcript of the daily total of the 
counterfoils for the month from Army Book 55, and, as regards 
quantities, will be a transcript of the particulars in Army Books 
109 and 98 respectively. In case of a regiment being suddenl 
moved, the same course will, whenever practicable, be pursued, 
Army Form F, 747, bemg rendered for the broken period; if

circumstances do not admit of this, the daily requisitions will 
form the vouchers for the supplies issued. If a regiment should 
draw but one day’s supplies at a post or station, Army Form 
F, 747 will not be rendered ; the requisition (Army Book 55) duly 
receipted by the regiment will be accepted as a final voucher. 

43. When Officers or men are detached in the field, the 
Quartermaster of the regiment (and in the case of the staff, the 
Officer or non-commissioned officer mentioned in paragraph 88) 
will invariably furnish them with a certificate (Army Book 50) 
showing to what day they have been rationed, in order that 
they may without difficulty obtain rations at the station to 
which they are proceeding. The Quartermaster of the corps 
rationing them wiil retain the last ration certificate, and will 
furnish them with a fresh one on leaving. 

44, On the closing of the Ration Return, the local Com- 
missariat Officer will furnish to each regiment, Battery of Royal 
Artillery or Company of Royal Engineers, on Army Form F, 
743, a certificate showing the total number of rations of each 
class drawn from his stores during the period. The number of 
rations shown on these certificates will be entered (precisely to 
correspond with the certificates) by the Paymaster on Army 
Form P, 1949, which accompanies his pay list, to account for 
the rations drawn im the corps. Both forms will accompany 
the pay list. | 

45. The Paymaster will detail upon Army Form P, 1949, 
which will accompany his Pay List, the number of men for 
whom pay is charged by him, deducting men subsisted in 
hospital, prison, or by other corps, as well as men drawing 
the money allowances which cover rations, referred to in para- 
graphs 28 to 82, He will make an addition for all men whose 
pay is charged by other corps, but who are subsisted by the 
regiment (supporting such charges by certificates on Army 
Form P, 1950, that the men have not been subsisted in their 
own regiment), and for men whose pay has been mulct by award 
of their own Commanding Ofificer, supporting such charges by 
certificate on Army Form QO, 1675. The net result will repre- 
sent the rations that may be drawn by the regiment, and if it 
should prove that the number has been exceeded for the whole 
period of the Pay List rendered to the War Office, the contract 
value of the number over-issued will be ascertained from the 
Commissariat and credited in the Pay List. 

46. District Paymasters and Accountants of Manufacturing 
Departments will use Army Form P, 1951, instead of Army Form 
P, 1949, for all soldiers paid by them. 

47. Soap and tobacco, when necessarily supplied (see para- 

raph 11) to troops on active service by the Commissariat, will 
invariably be issued ‘on repayment,” the rate being fixed at such 
an amount ax will cover loss from waste, detail issues, or other 
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causes. The price of the articles, and the largest proportionate FPrce to be pub- 


quantities per man to be drawn monthly, or for other convenient 
periods, by the troops, will be published in General Orders. 

48. When it has been ascertained that the supplies are 
available, their value will be paid by the corps requiring them 
to the Regimental or District Paymaster before issue, and 
that Officer’s certificate that the amount has been received and 
credited to the public will be attached to the requisition upon 
the Commissariat, and will form the authority for the issue. 

The receipted requisition, with the Paymaster’s certificate 
attached, will form the issue voucher for the supply accounts. 

49, Should there be no Paymaster on the spot, the Commis- 
sariat Officer will himself receive the value of the supphes, and 
will hand it over to a Paymaster when opportunity offers, 
attaching that Officer’s receipt to the issue vouchers in his 
Supply Accounts. 


Issues on repayment. 


50. Provision is made in Commissariat contracts for the 
supply of meat at contract tprice to Regimental, Depart- 
mental, and Staff Officers and their families, but not exceeding 
one pound a day for each Officer and person composing his 
family ; and also to the extent of + lb. for each non-commissioned 
officer and private included in the Ration Return for use in 
regimental recreation rooms and for other purposes. At isolated 
stations at home where there is a difficulty in obtaining food 
from the ordinary sources of supply. rations may also be issued to 
Army Schoolmistresses on the understanding that they are to 
pay the actual cost of such rations. 

51. Payment for the full amount, at the contract price, for 
all such supplies so furnished will be made monthly by each 
Officer, and by the Regimental Paymaster in the case of soldiers’ 
meat, to the Contractor direct. Barrack Serjeants at home are 
entitled to draw ratisns of bread and meat on demand, and on 
payment of the cost thereof. 

52. At stations where the Commissariat have bakeries or 
butcheries and Contractors do not directly supply the troops, 
payment for extra supplies at the cost price will be made monthly 
to the District Paymaster, the Commissariat furnishing the Pay- 
master with a statement of the sums due.

Two ounces of pepper may be issued for every 100 diets, 
except tea and milk diets. One ounce of mustard may be 
issued for every 20 beef diets. One-fourth of an ounce of sugar 
may be charged for each soup diet, in addition to the allowance 
in the scale. 

54. The following extras are authorised, and may be given 
on all diets except “entire” and “ varied,” but only when con- 
sidered necessary for the treatment of the case,—viz., eggs, 
milk, tea,, beef-tea, arrowroot, sago, oatmeal, rice-pudding, 
sago-pudding, the customary fruits in season, wines, spirits, 
and malt liquors. : 

55. The following are also authorised on all diets, including 
‘‘entire” and “ varied,” when deemed requisite as drinks, viz., 
barley-water, rice-water, gruel, and lemonade, made and 
charged according to the following proportions :— 


* Without bone. ¢ 10 oz. (if with bone). ¢ 15 oz. (if with bone). 
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Barley-water—barley, 2 oz.; sugar, 2 oz. | For every 5 pints 
Rice-water—rice, 2 0z.; sugar, 2 oz. of each. 
Lemonade—two large lemons and 14 oz. of sugar to 2 pints. 
Gruel—oatmeal, 2 o0z., and 14 oz. sugar to 2 pints. 


56. When rice or sago puddings are ordered, they will be 
made with the following ingredients :— 


Rice-pudding—rice, 2 oz.; milk, #? pint; sugar, 4 oz.; egg, 1; 
flavoured with cinnamon or lemon. 

Sago-pudding—Sago, 14 oz.; milk, % pint; sugar, 4 oz.;

Oatmeal, arrowroot, and sago, when ordered, are not to 
exceed the following proportions :—

57. Milk, wines, and spirits are to be calculated at 20 oz. the 
imperial pint. The reputed quart bottle shquld contain 5} gills, 
or 26% oz. Wines include sherry, port, claret. Malt liquor in- 
cludes porter and ale. Spirits include brandy, whisky, gin. 

58. Under very special circumstances soda water, bottled 
lemonade, and calf’s-foot jelly may be given when the issue is 
approved by the Principal Medical Officer. 

Hight ounces of ahite fish, with 2 oz. of butter, may be 
ordered on “ milk,” “low,” and “ half” diets. 

Hight ounces of potatoes, or 4 oz. of vegetables, will be ad 
missible as an extra on “low” diet when it is found necessary 
to keep a patient on this diet for any lengthened period, or 
when there is a tendency to scorbutic taint. 

_ 59. The only extras allowed on “entire” and “varied” 
diets are wines, spirits, malt liquors, and the diet drinks speci- 
fied above. 

60. The following rates will be allowed for substitutes :—

62. In non-dieted hospitals the ordinary Commissariat ration 
will be drawn and supplied from the corps to which the men 
belong, and the following extras will be issued when considered 
necessary,—viz., extractum carnis or essence of beef, sugar, 
oatmeal, arrowroot, barley, wine, brandy, mustard, pepper, salt, 
milk, and eggs. 

63. In the event of a soldier not being likely to require 
treatment beyond that of the day on which he has reported 
himself sick, he will be detained in the hospital for that day 
only and subsisted from his corps, to which he will return if 
considered fit for duty; but if at the evening visit found unfit 
for duty, he will be regularly admitted and placed on hospital 
diet for the following day, notice to that effect being served to 
the Officer Commanding his corps. 

64. When men on admission to hospital require nourish- 
ment, in addition to the Commissariat ration supplied, before 
they are placed on regular diet, Medical Officers may order 
what is necessary from the following extras :— 

Bread, butter, tea, sugar, eggs, extractum carnis or essence 
of beef, arrowroot, milk, wines, malt liquor, and spirits. 

On the departure of invalids who are not on diet a similar 
course may be adopted, but in all such cases the extras will be 
entered on the diet sheet. 


Issues to Pamilies of Soldiers. 


65. At stations where female hospitals have been established 
by authority, soldiers’ wives and children under treatment will 
receive the diets and extras authorised in paragraphs 53 
and 54, The matron and subordinates employed in these 
hospitals receive free diets daily when so authorised. 

66. At stations where hospitals for women and children have 
not been established, but where there is a Medical Officer, or 
private Medical Practitioner employed at contract rates, and 
where there is a hospital provision store, the following medical

Mode of Obtaining and Accounting for Hospital Supplies. 


68. All supplies required for hospital diets, extras, and 
medical comforts will be obtamed by ‘hie Medical Department, 
by requisition on the Forms in Army Books 188 (Bread, Meat, 
and Vegetables), 189 (Groceries and Cleaning Articles), 190 
(Wines, &c.), on the Commissariat, or on the Contractor direct, 
as the case may be. 

69. Detailed instructions for the preparation of all docu- 
ments connected with hospital accounts are given in the 
Regulations relating to Station Hospitals, issued with the 
Medical Regulations. 

70. Hospital Stoppage Returns, Army Form O, 16483, a. and 
6., showing the number of stoppages due from each man, will 
be prepared from the Admission and Discharge Book on the 
termination of each month, and will be signed by the Medical. 
Officer in charge and transmitted to the Paymasters of Corps 
concerned, who will be responsible for crediting the stoppages. 
If there is any mistake in the Stoppage Return, the Paymaster 
will forthwith re-transmit the account to the Medical Officer, 
pointing out what men are included who are not in his payment. 
Failing this being done, he will be held responsible for the 
stoppages stated im the return. 


PRISON RATIONS. 


Scale of Diets. 


71. The Scales of Diets for Mihtary Prisoners at Home 
Stations will be as given in the followmg tabular statement :— 
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Provisions. 


72, On Foreign Stations the above scales of diet may also be 
used when deemed expedient; but if not, such diet only will be 
used as may have the sanction of the Secretary of State. 

73. Every prisoner will be allowed a meat dinner on Christ- 
mas Day. 

74. A breakfast meal may be given when necessary to men 
on the day of their discharge from prison. 

75. The Scales of Diet will be issued to Military Prisoners 
wherever confined,—viz., in Military Prisons, or in Provost or 
Garrison Cells. 

76. In the case of prisoners sentenced to long terms of 
imprisonment, who may be temporarily confined in Provost or 
other Prisons, where neither the materials for the higher class 
of diet, nor the means of preparmg them, are at hand, such 
additions of bread and oatmeal gruel will be made to the diet 
- a8 may, in the opinion of the Medical Officer, be necessary. 

77. The scales for ill-conducted and idle prisoners, and the 
regulations governing them, are detailed in the Rules for 
Military Prisons. 


Mode of Obtaining and Accounting for Prison Supplies. 


78. The supplies for the subsistence of the prisoners will be 
obtained :-— 


(a.) By contract or by local purchase by the Commissariat. 

rm By direct purchase by the Provost Serjeant. 

(c.) Partly by contract or local purchase by the Commis- 
gariat, and partly by direct purchase by the Provost 
Serjeants. At Foreign Stations, the Commissariat will, 
as a rule, furnish all supplies At Home Stations, the 
Senior Commissariat Officer will determine whether any, 
and, if so, what supplies are to be issued from Commis- 
sariat Stores, or to be obtained from the Regimental 
Canteens or by contract or purchase by the Commissariat. 
The supplies not obtained by the Commissariat will be 
purchased by the Provost Serjeant, under the direction 
of the Officer in charge of the cells, who will arrange with 
the canteen or with respectable tradesmen, or other 
persons on the spot, for the daily supply of such articles 
as may be required, 


79. When the supplies are obtained in whole or in part by 
the Provost Serjeant (paragraph 78, (b.) and (c.) he will obtain 
such funds as he may require on imprest from the Paymaster 
of the district. He will, at the end of each month, forward to 
the local Commissariat Officer an account of his disbursements 
on Army Form F, 734, supported by proper vouchers, and 
certified by the Officer in charge of the cells. The Provost 
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Serjeant will furnish with this monthly Account a numerical 
abstract of the corps to which the prisoners belong, and the 
amounts due for prison necessaries, &c. He will also furnish 
monthly returns on Army Form O,1714, to the Paymasters of 
the corps to which the prisoners belong. The Provost Serjeant 
will keep details of his receipt and expenditure in Army Book 
103. 

80. In the event of any scamen or marines being confined in 
the prison or cclls, a detailed statement of the names on Army 
Form QO, 1714, will be transmitted by the Provost Serjeant with 
his account. 

81. The Commissariat Officer in charge of supplies will, on 
receiving the account from the Provost Serjeant, as detailed in 
paragraph 79, pass the vouchers to the District Paymaster, in 
order that the amounts expended may be included in the 
account of the latter, and he will annex the Provost Serjeant’s 
account, Army Form F, 734, to his own monthly Commissariat 
account. 

82. For Military Prisons and Provost Prisons and Cells where 
the supplies are obtained entirely by contract, the monthly 
Return will be rendered on Army Form F, 733, Army Form O, 
1714, being sent to the Corps concerned as before stated. 


Money Allowance in certain cases. 


83. For a soldier released from prison but confined to bar- 
racks, not doing duty, or for a soldier confined in the guard- 
room, the ordinary ration will be drawn, with a money allowance, 
which must be certified not to exceed the charge for extra 
messing to which the soldier would be hable if in receipt of pay. 

84. Jor a soldier referred to above not receiving a ration, 
an allowance of 6d. a day instead, with a money allowance for 
messing (if he continues in soe similar to that specified in 
the preceding paragraph, may be drawn. 

-  §5. Men in arrest in billets pending trial by Court-martial 
will be subsisted at an expense not exceeding 10d. a-day. 

86. When any soldier is imprisoned in a civil gaol at home, 
either for a military offence under sentence of a Court-martial 
by award of his Commanding Officer, or as a deserter, no 
charge on account of subsistence will be admissible in Army 
Accounts. ‘The rate to be paid for prisoners in Colonial prisons 
abroad will be such sum as the Secretary of State may order. 
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Section II.--SEPARATION ALLOWANCES FOR FAMI- 
LIES OF SOLDIERS ON THE MARRIED ESTAB- 
LISHMENT. 


Issues during ordinary Separation at Home Stations. 


87. The following daily allowance will be issued to families 
on the married roll when the troops at Home Stations are com- 
pulsorily separated from them on duty, in aid of the expense 
entailed on them by such separation :-——

This allowance will not be issued to the families of lunatic 
soldiers, or of soldiers in hospital, or on recruiting duty, or of 
soldiers employed as Officers’ servants when the separation 
arises from such employment; nor will it be issued unless the 
period of separation exceeds four days. It will commence from 
the fifth day, inclusive. 

88. The allowance will be paid regimentally, and will be 
charged on Army Form 0 1762, duly certified by a Commissariat 
Officer before payment. In each case an explanation of the 
reasons of the separation will be given. 


Issues to Families left in the United Kingdom when the Troops are 
ordered to Embark without them. 

89. When troops are ordered to embark for Foreign service 
without their families, the latter, 1f on the married establish- 
ment, will be sent to their homes, where they will receive the 
following daily allowances, which will date from their arrival at 
their homes :—

90. For any period during which the families may be accom- 
modated in barracks, after the departure of the troops, an allow- 
ance of 4d. daily to the wife, and 14d. daily to each child, will 
be issued in lieu of those mentioned in the preceding para- 


graph. 
91. The allowances specified in the two preceding para- 


Section I. 
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graphs will be issued monthly in advance as an ordinary rule. 
When they are expected shortly to cease in consequence of the 
husbands returning home or of the families embarking, the 
allowances wil be issued for such period, as they will probably 
continue, being finally adjusted up to the date stated in para- 
graphs 93 and 95. When a soldier dies on foreign service no 
steps will be taken to recover any portion of the monthly 
advance already made to the family previous to the notification 
of the casualty, nor will a recovery be called for on account of 
a casualty occurring in the family during the period of the 
monthly advance. 

92. These allowances will not be granted to the families of 
soldiers placed on the married roll subsequently to their corps 
leaving Jtngland, unless they are debarred from embarking in 
consequence of the corps being on active service, and they will 
not be granted to the families of men belonging to corps at 
home, who proceed abroad as Officers’ servants. 

93. Soldiers’ families will only be permitted to draw these 
allowances until the date of their actual embarkation to rejoin 
the troops; or, in the event of their declining or being unable to 
embark, whether from illness or other causes (except inability 
to embark on account of the wife’s confinement), until the date 
on which the passage shall have been declined by them. 

94. Accountants by whom these allowances are issued will 
specially report to the Secretary of State the names of all those 
who may have been in receipt of them for three months, in 
order that passages may be provided, 

95. The allowances detailed in paragraphs 89 and 90 will 
cease from the date of the return of the troops to this country, 
except in the case of a soldier admitted on landing to the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, Netley, when the allowances to his family 
may continue until his discharge from that hospital. ; 


Issues to Families Invalided from Foreign Stations. 


96. Families who may be invalided home from Foreign 
Stations in consequence of ill health may draw the allowances, 
in advance from the date of their arrival home until they are’ 
again fit to proceed abroad, and passages have been provided. 
Families returning home for any other reasons will not receive 
the allowances. 


Issues to Families at Foreign Stations whose Oorps has proceeded on 
Active Service. 


97. When a regiment at a Foreign Station is ordered to 
proceed on active service and to leave behind the married 
families, the following daily allowances will be made to the 
families on the marned establishment in addition to the half 


and quarter rations ordinarily drawn :— 
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Wife a ue a oe -. Ad. 
Each girl up to 16 years of age .. Idd. 
Each boy up to 14 years of age .. Idd. 

98. These allowances will be paid by the District Pay- 
master under the same directions as laid down in paragraph 91, 
and they will continue until the corps returns to the station, or 
until the families are embarked on board ship. 


Issues to Families belonging to Corps on the West Coast of Africa. 


99. When European non-commissioned officers and men are 
ordered to the West Coast of Africa, they will be allowed the 
ee of leaving their families behind them ; and the following 
allowances will in such cases be issued :—

to the West Coast of Africa from a Home Station, 
and their families remain at home, a money allow- 
ance, as laid down in paragraphs 89 and 90, may 
be issued, so long as the husbands are serving on the 
Coast. 
If the non-commissioned officers and men proceed 
trom the West Indies to the West Coast of Africa, 
and the families remain in the West Indies, rations 
in kind may be issued until the husbands rejoin them 
in the West Indies. , 
These allowances will not be issued to families who 
may have been permitted to proceed to the West 
Coast, if they subsequently return for any other 
cause than invaliding on account of ill health. 
Families remaining at home under the provisions of 
§ (a) of the present paragraph will be offered free 
assages to the West Indies, should the husbands 
be afterwards sent to that station. In such cases, the 
allowances granted by § (a) will cease when a family 
embarks for the West Indies, or declines to proceed 
thither. 


(e.) When a family remains in the West Indies under 


the provisions of § (6) of the present paragraph, in 
ease of their own illness or of the death of the 
husband, the allowances specified in § (0) will be 
issued until a passage has been offered them to 
England: if they decline a passage, the allowances 
will at once cease. 


100. The charges for the allowances specified in paragraphs

109. Officers temporarily employed on mounted duty during 
summer drills or general manceuvres, authorised to be held by 
the Secretary of State, will draw forage for the number of horses 
fixed for their appointments. The issue will be limited to the 
actual authorised period of the temporary duty, with two days 
before the commencement and two days after the termination of 
the duty, and will only be granted upon a certificate that the 
horses have been actually kept. | 

110. When an Officer’s duties may necessitate issues in 
excess of those laid down in the foregoing scale, or when no 
provision is made by these regulations, the Secretary of State 
may authorise such issue as the circumstances of the case may 
appear to require. At Foreign Stations, General Officers Com- 
manding may, in emergent cases, authorise such special extra 
issues on their own responsibility, a full report being imme- 
diately sent to the Secretary of State for covering authority. 

111. Officers below the Regimental or relative rank: of Major 
(excepting Officers on the General Staff, and Veterinary Sur- 
geons), while serving with an Army in the field, and necessarily 
performing mounted duty, will, if not in receipt of any special 
rate of pay for the performance of mounted duty, be provided 
with one riding horse by the public. This horse will be de- 
ducted from the number for which forage is allowed by the scale 
in paragraphs 101—106. 

112. Forage will not be allowed for the horses of Officers 
while absent on leave, or on any duty not requiring them to 
be mounted, unless the said horses are left at the disposal of the 
General or other Officer Commanding at the Station, to be 
employed for the public service solely by the Officers perform- 
Ing the duties of the absent Officers. General Officers and 

Officers of the Royal Horse Artillery and Cavalry are exempted 
from this rule.

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118. In the case of the death or temporary absence from a 
Station of an Officer who does not leave his horses disposable 
for the public service, the Officer succeeding to the duties of 
the appointment will be permitted to draw forage for as many 
horses as he shall actually and necessarily keep during his per- 
formance of such duties. 

114. In the cases referred to in the two preceding paragraphs, 
forage in kind or money will in no instance be issued for a 
greater number of horses than would have been issued if the absent 
Officer had been present and in the performance of his duties. 

115. General Officers permitted to draw pay during leave of 
absence, will, during such periods of absence, be allowed forage 
for their horses, irrespective of their being left at the Station for 
the public service, subject to the proviso in the preceding 
paragraph. 

116. Forage, or a pecuniary allowance in lieu of forage, may 
be issued to General Officers removed from a Staff Appointment 
on promotion, and to Officers ordered on active service, to the | 
date on which their horses are sold or otherwise disposed of, 
provided this is done within six weeks. 

117. Forage, or a pecuniary allowance in lieu of forage, will 
not, in any case whatever, be drawn for more than the effective 
horses the bond fide property of an Officer which he shall certify 
that he actually keeps for the public service.

120. An extra issue of 2 lbs. of oats, in addition to the ordi- 
nary ration in quarters or in encampments, is allowed to transport 
horses of the Commissariat and Transport Corps of 16 hands and 
upwards. 
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121. The ration of forage counts from the mid-day feed of 


the day for which it is drawn, and therefore includes the morn- 
ing feed of the next day. | 

122. The ration specified in paragraph 118 is laid down as 
being sufficient for the average requirements of horses. In order 
to enable Officers Commanding Mounted Corps to make provision 
for the varying circumstances of the service which may neces- 
sitate a different proportion and quality of food to horses when 
sick, on marches or extra duties, or young and ill thriving, the 
full ration for each horse may always be drawn, the Officer Com- 
manding using his discretion, as a matter of regimental arrange- 
ment, in directing the distribution of it among the horses. Power 
is also given in the conditions of contract which will further 
enable the Officer Commanding to vary the food of the horses 
of the corps by giving equivalents in lieu of a portion of the 
ordinary ration.

124. Forage rations will be accounted for by mounted 
corps both as regards the horses of Officers and men on Army 
Form 718, and by infantry on Army Form 747 (field service at 
home) and Army Form 746 (abroad). | 


Money Allowance in lieu of Issues in hind. 


125. The pecuniary allowance in lieu of forage in the United 
Kingdom will be drawn monthly in arrear, and will be fixed 
half-yearly, according to the average contract prices of forage in 
each district, with such addition thereto for the expense of retail 
purchases as the Secretary of State may think proper. The 
rates chargeable for each half-year commencing on the Ist of 
January and the Ist July will be announced in the Army Crr- 
culars for those months respectively. The pecuniary allowance 
will not be drawn by Officers of mounted corps, contracts being 
made for supplies in kind. 

126. At those Home Stations where forage is issued by the 
Commissariat, Staff, Departmental, and mounted Officers of 
Infantry (who receive the pecuniary allowance in lieu of forage), 
may draw forage from the Commissariat Stores for the 
number of horses authorised by these Regulations upon pay- 
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ment of the full daily allowance in lieu received under the pre- 
ceding paragraph. These credits will be adjusted monthly, and 
will appear in the accounts of the Paymaster of the District. 

Rates in billets. 127. The rate of allowance made to innkeepers for the horses 
of Officers and men quartered upon them in the United Kingdom 
is fixed by the Army Discipline and Regulation (Annual) Act. 

Double issues to 128. As forage will be provided in kind by the mnkeeper out 

red of this allowance, care will be taken that rations are not charged 
as drawn from the public stores for the days on which horses 
are in billets, and Paymasters of mounted services will be re- 
sponsible that the number of horse billets which they charge in 
their public accounts are not in excess of those deducted in the 
ration returns (Army Form 718) rendered to the Commissariat. 

129, When Officers travelling with their horses are reimbursed 
their livery expenses under the provisions of the Regulations 
relating to Travelling Allowances, forage or the pecuniary 
allowance in lieu thereof will not be admissible for the day in 
question. 

Stable allowance. 180, At Home Stations 9d. a-day for one horse, and 6d. a-day 
for each additional horse, may be drawn for stabling, when 
public stabling is not provided. and when Officers are not in 
receipt of field allowance. Officers while temporarily under 
canvas who necessarily retain and pay for stabling at their 
ordinary station may, however, continue to draw stable allow- 
ance for a period not exceeding one month. 

131. Stable allowance will be admissible during an Officer’s 
leave of absence not exceeding 61 days, if the stabling is re- 
tained and paid for. .

135. At exchanges of troops fresh straw will be issued to the 
relieving corps if that left by the corps marching out has been 
30 days in use, provided that, on due inspection by the Com- 
manding Officer and the Commissariat Officer, fresh straw be 
found necessary. 

136. No separate commuted allowance in lieu of straw will 
be issued to troops on the Lodging List, or quartered at stations 
where, owing to there being no Commissariat Store, straw is not 
supplied in. kind, a provision to cover the cost of straw being 
included in the allowance in lieu of fuel and. light drawn by 
non-commissioned officers and men so circumstance: d. 

137. In camp—when waterproof sheets are supplied, no issue ™ camp. 
of straw will be made, unless the circumstances are very 
exceptional. , 

138. When waterproof sheets are not issued, straw may be 
supplied in camp on the following scale :— 


Straw for Paillasses.—36 lb. for every two men,—to be 
refreshed at the expiration of 16 days with 18 Ib.; at the 
expiration of 32 days the whole to be removed, and a 
fresh bedding issued, and so on, as before.

140. Straw for Quarter and Rear Guards, in proportion to 
their strength, will be issued in accordance with the scale given 
for “straw when paillasses are not issued.” 

vee marry 141. When troops are encamped on the line of march for 
only one or two nights, neither straw nor extra blankets need be 
issued to them. Should, however, the state of the ground 
render it necessary, in the opinion of the Senior Medical Officer, 
that straw should be issued, a quantity not exceeding that 
allowed for a first issue, “when paillasses are not issued,” may 
be issued by order of the Officer Commanding the Troops, on 
the certificate of the Senior Medical Officer that it is indispen- _ 
sably required for the health of the troops.

144, The use of mats is recommended in preference to loose 
straw. Good oat straw is the most suitable for mats, and 
for camp bedding generally. If from 12 to 14 men are 
placed in each tent, two trusses of 36 Ib. each for every 5 men 

Best mode ot will give to each tent about 180 lb. of straw. This will 
makingup.. = generally be found sufficient to make mats, but if from the 
quality of the straw, or other causes, a larger supply in the first 
instance should be deemed indispensable for this purpose, it is 
left to the discretion of the Officer Commanding to direct the 
issue of an additional quantity, provided the total amount 
eves for the 24 days does not exceed four trusses of 36 Ib. 
each for every five men. This allowance is considered sufficient 
even during the prevalence of heavy rains; but if the weather 
should be fine and dry, less will be required. | 

145. Whether mats are used or not, only such a quantity of 
straw as may be absolutely necessary for the comfort of the men 
will be drawn, as it causes much litter in the camp. 

146. Although the scale in par. 188 allows straw to be re- 
freshed or renewed after the expiration of a certain number of » 
days, Commanding Officers will use their own discretion as to 
ordering the refreshing or renewing of straw in cases where the 
camp is to break up a few days after the expiration of the time 
allowed for the straw in use. . 

147. Straw will be issued for mattresses used in gymnasia 
as found to be required.

General Officers in command of districts, and Officers Command- 
ing isolated stations, may authorise the issue of 10 Ibs. of coal a 
day for each guard-room grate in permanent barracks, in 
addition to the ordinary regulated issue. They may also 
authorise in wooden barracks or wooden huts an addition of 
one-third to the quantity of fuel fixed for warming the rooms 
of Officers and men, orderly rooms, guard rooms, offices, 
libraries, reading or recreation rooms, schoolrooms, and for 
warming shops. Certified copies of the orders for the issues will 
be attached to a schedule of extra issues, to be furnished 
directly after the close of each month to the War Office on Army 
Form 723. The Commissariat Officer will, each week, or oftener 
if necessary, submit to the Officer Commanding whether, having 
regard to the cost of the issues, to the weather, and other 
circumstances, the extra issues should be continued, and the 


In barracks, 
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date of discontinuance will be reported to the Senior Commis- 
sariat Officer. 

164. In Ireland the extra issues referred to in the foregoing: 
paragraph may be made under the authority of the General 
Officers Commanding at Dublin, Cork, and Belfast. An extra 
issue of one-fourth may also be made under the same authority 
to troops in permanent barracks in Ireland during unusually 
severe weather in winter. 

165. Issues of fuel and light ordered by the Officer Com- 
manding to meet casual and temporary emergencies (such as 
drying rooms rendered damp by leakage, or the clothes of men 
coming off the march), may be made, but will be included in the 
monthly schedule, Army Form 723. 

166. Extra issues to wards or rooms occupied by the sick, 
and to surgeries in summer, may be made upon the requisition 
of the Medical Officer in charge of the hospital, countersigned 
by the Principal Medical Officer. Each requisition will not 
extend beyond a period of seven days, being renewed if 
necessary. These requisitions will accompany the monthly 
schedule, Army Form 723. 


Mode of Issue. 


167. The issues of fuel and light will be made weekly, as a 
general rule, upon an indent showing the quantities required, 
the total issues being accounted for and cleared at the end of 
eae month. The following cases are exceptions to this 
rule :— 


(a.) Issues to guard rooms. These will be made daily. 

(6.) Issues to Staff and Departmental Offices. These offices 
will be supplied with fuel and light for any reasonable 
period at one issue; but in no case will the issues be made 
from the coal yards or stores when the offices are outside 
the precincts of a barrack. When offices out of barracks 
can be readily supplied by the contractors, issues will 
be made by the contractor direct on the issuing Officer’s 
order, but when the distance is too great, the commuted 
allowance in lieu will be drawn. 

(c.) Issues of fuel and light to Military Prisons and Lock 
Hospitals. These will be made in such quantities as may 
be convenient on the quarterly demands of the governors 
and superintendents, in accordance with local scales 
specially authorised by the War Office. 

(d.) Issues of fuel for Hospitals. These will be made in 
convenient quantities not exceeding one month’s con- 
sumption.

168. Issues will not be made for Officers during leave of 
absence; but if an Officer should proceed on leave after the 
weekly supply has been issued, he will not be required to refund 
any issues of fuel and light so drawn. 

169. Similarly issues will not be drawn for non-commissioned 
officers or men receiving separate allowances of fuel and hght, 
unless they are present in the barrack. If, however, they are on 
the married roll, and their families remain in quarters while they 
are absent, the issues will be continued. 

"170. Issues may be continued to officers sick in quarters. 

171. Issues for Officers will be made according to ther 
substantive rank, or in case of Staff and Departmental Officers 
by the relative rank of their appomtment as shown in Army © 
Regulations, Vol. I, Part I. They will not be made to any 
Officers in receipt of a consolidated rate of pay or allowance 
which includes a provision for fuel and light. An Army Curate 
who necessarily draws fuel and light will pay 8d. a day in repay- 
ment of the cost. 

172. Warrant Officers are specified in Part I of Vol. I, Army 
Regulations, and the non-commissioned officers in the various 
classes are classified in Part IJ. In addition to the appoint- 
ments and ranks so specified, the following ranks are entitled to 
allowances as shown below :-— 


Schoc.lmaster (when not a Warrant Officer),. Class I. 
Schoolmistress .. 7 ai oe .. Class I. 
Chief Warder, Military Prison de, ..° Class I.

Non-commissioned officers of the army who have hitherto 
drawn higher allowances under scales previously in force, may 
continue to draw as heretofore during the present tenure of 
the appointment. 

173. Provost serjeants and acting provost serjeants are not 
entitled to special issues of fuel and light. They will, if soldiers, 
draw according to their regimental rank; if pensioners, they are 
not entitled to issues, except those appointed before 1st Decem- 
ber, 1875, who will continue to receive the issues they have 
hitherto drawn. 

174. Regimental librarians are only entitled to the allow- 
ances provided for their regimental rank. Pensioners, when 
appointed under special War Office authority for garrison 
libraries at certain stations, will receive the issues for non-com- 
missioned officers, Class IT. , 
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175. When lamps are used for libraries and reading rooms, 
one only will be supplied for each 1,000 cubic feet of contents of 
room. 

¥76. Mineral oil will be adopted for all services, whenever 
practicable, in substitution for colza oil. For issues not provided 
for in these Regulations, special scales will be submitted to the 
War Office. ~ 

177. For Officers’ messes, fuel will only be drawn for regi- 
mental dining) members, and not for non-resident or honorary 
members, nor for Staff or Departmental Officers, even when 
regular dining members. Regimental Officers, regular dining 
members of their mess, who from want of barrack accommoda- 
tion are compelled to live out of barracks, may be included in 
the number for which mess allowance of fuel is drawn. 

178. Issues in kind will be made only for days on which the 
mess is regularly established in barracks; when, however, a 
mess is closed in consequence of the temporary absence of dining 
members, 37 lbs. of coal a day in the winter, and 26 lbs. in the 
intermediate months, may be issued for the ante-room, if it is 
used: by the other officers. When from officers being on leave, 
the mess is temporarily reduced to, and maintained for, one 
dining member, the issues on the scale for two to three officers 
may be continued. 

¥79. The cost of all fuel and light required for billiard-rooms 
must be paid by the Officers using them; no expense on this 
account can be allowed to fall upon the public. 

180. In calculating fuel and light for soldiers’ rooms, and fuel 
for soldiers’ cooking, the actual strength of the corps will be 
taken, including sick in hospital and prisoners in barrack cells, 
and also men absent with or without leave, detached on escort 
duty or any temporary command, provided such absence does 
not exceed 14 days, but deducting detachments, recruiting 
parties, men in district prisons, and all non-commissioned officers 
and men receiving a separate allowance of fuel and light. Fuel 
issued for cooking on guard will not be deducted from that 
drawn in barracks. In calculating the issues for barrack rooms, 
any fraction of 12 on the whole number of the daily occupation 
in each barrack (if more than one be in occupation) may be 
taken as 12, subject to the proportionate issues for small rooms 
laid down in paragraph 148, if such are in occupation. 

181. Issues to guards on wet days during the summer months 
may be made on requisitions to be signed by a Garrison Staff 
Officer, or by the Field Officer of the day, if there be no re- 
sponsible Staff Officer of the station, or by the Officer Com- 
manding, where there is no Field Officer of the day. These 
requisitions will be attached to the monthly schedule of extra 
I88Ues. 

182. A Warrant Officer or a schoolmaster, married with leave 
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and living with his wife, or a widower living with his children 
in barracks (also a schoolmistress under like circumstances) 
may draw 1} times the issues shown in paragraph 148 for a 
Warrant Officer. A schoolmistress, unmarried, is entitled to the 
issues of non-commissioned officer, Class I. A schoolmaster, 
married to a schoolmistress, will not be entitled to double issues 
of fuel and light. 

183. A seein separated from her husband may draw 
the allowance of a married schoolmistress, if she is living with 
her children. The husband of a schoolmistress who is not a 
schoolmaster, will not be entitled to- fuel and light unless sepa- 
rated from her by the exigencies of the service. 

184. The summer issues of fuel set down for non-com- 


missioned officers, Ist and 2nd and 3rd classes, and for a serjeant 


in a separate room, being for cooking, not for warming purposes, 
will not be drawn by unmarried men, unless they are stationed 
singly, or where they cannot be in mess, or, unless they, beng 
widowers, are permitted to mess with their children in their 
quarters. The same rule applies to an unmarried schoolmaster. 

185. Issues for drummers’ messes will be made only where 
Commanding Officers wish to establish such messes. Mess 
rooms are not specially appropriated as such for drummers’ 
messes, 

186. Fuel for a harness room will only be issued for corps 
supplied with harness for draught horses under Army Regula- 
tions, Vol. III, and when certified by the Officer Commanding to 
be necessary for preventing mildew. 

187. For offices and orderly rooms, the fuel set down for the 
intermediate months will be issued at the discretion of the 
Commanding Officer. The light will be issued only on the cer- 
tificate of the Commanding Officer of its necessity. 

188. When an office for the Quartermaster is on the construc- 
tion of the barracks, or where it is certified that for want of space 
he cannot perform his office duties in his store, the regulated 
office issues will be made for the room occupied as an office. 
Where the clothing store is used by the Quartermaster for office 
duties, the regulated office issues will be drawn in lieu of the 
issue as a store. 


Applications for Special Issues. 


189. All applications for new or increased allowances of fuel 
or light (except for fuel for cooking, which will be preferred on 
Army Form 721) will be made on Army Form 722, with any 
observations which the General or Commanding Officer may 
desire to offer to the Secretary of State, and where Boards of 
Officers are assembled, their proceedings will accompany the 
applications. 
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190. Fuel for warming cells and for cooking the meals of 
prisoners will be issued at rates specially fixed on application 
upon Army Form 722 for War Office authority in each case; also 
for gymnasium and chapel in like manner. 

191. The issues laid down for library, reading room, and 
school room, are applicable only to barrack rooms when occupied 
for those purposes. For rooms constructed and used as libraries, 
reading rooms, and school rooms, the issues will be regulated 
by the cubic space of the room, on the basis of that of a barrack 
room for 12 men—viz., 7,200 cubic feet. Application will be 
forwarded to the War Office on Army Form 722 for authority 
for these issues, as occasion arises. No fuel will be issued for 
the bar of the recreation room, any expenditure for which must 
be covered by the prices of the articles sold. 


Adjustment of Over-issues. 


192. Over-issues may, if discovered in time, be adjusted by 
deducting an equivalent quantity from the next ensuing issue ; 
otherwise the articles cannot be replaced in kind, but the money 
value thereof will be surcharged, and the amount will be repaid 
by the persons who received the over-issue. 

193. Back Rations will not on any account be issued. Under 
the head of Back Rations must be considered those which 
have not been claimed within the month. 


194. The issues of fuel and light at Home Stations will be 
accounted for on the following forms :— 


Staff and Departments, Army Form 744,

The dates and numbers of authorities for all special issues 
will invariably be inserted in the monthly vouchers. 


Commuted Allowance in lieu of Fuel and Light at Home Stations. 


195. The commuted rates in heu of fuel and light at Home 
Stations will be fixed by the Secretary of State annually, 
according to the contract prices of the supplies in the various 
military districts and according to the scale of issues allowed in 
kind, with such addition as he may think proper to cover retail 
purchases, the rates being promulgated in the Army Circulars 
from time to time. In cases of men quartered in isolated or 
exposed forts or batteries, or in other special cases, exceptional] 
rates may be fixed by the Secretary of State after consideration 
of the circumstances of each case. 

Commuted allowance in leu of fuel and light will bi. 
issued :—

(c.) To married Regimental Officers who, with the sanction 
of their Commanding Officer, have elected to live in 
lodgings when there was sufficient accommodation for 
them in barracks, and who are consequently not entitled 
to draw the lodging allowance. 


196. When candles are not issued in consequence of gas 
being laid on to rooms appropriated as quarters for the actual 
cost of which the Officer occupying the quarter is charged, he 
will be allowed a commuted allowance in lieu of light according: 
to the following scale :—

197. The allowances for fuel and light will be claimed for 
Staff and Departmental Officers and subordinates on Army Form 
1927, and for all others on Army Form 1921, on certificates that 
the person concerned has drawn no issue of fuel and light in 
kind either at his regular station, or under canvas. For allow- 
ances in lieu of ight only Army Form 1928 will be used. 

198. The regulations governing issues in kind will generally 
govern the issue of the commuted allowances in lieu. When 
Officers or non-commissioned officers and men are on leave, they 
will cease to receive issues, but the issues need not be stopped 
for men on pass not exceeding 48 hours, or for married men 


whose families remain at their Station. 
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-_Isaues in kind at Foreign Stations. 


199. The issue of fuel and light are regulated by the scales Scales at Foreign 


applicable to the several Foreign Commands, which are pub- 
lished under the sanction of the Secretary of State in the local 
regulations of each command, and these scales will not be de- 
parted from except under emergent circumstances under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding, which will be forthwith 
reported to the Secretary of State. The issues will be made 
from the date of the general or garrison order published at the 
Station, notifying the arrival, appointment. or promotion of 
Officers or other persons who are entitled to allowance, and will 
cease from the date of their being struck off the strength of the 
Station. 

200. Military Governors of Colonies and Military Officers 
administering Colonial Governments, and not drawing Staff pay, 
are not entitled to fuel and lght, except when they are 
actually in the field durmg active operations. 

201. Officers and men who accept any civil employment 
which necessitates their being struck off ordinary military duty 
will not receive allowances. 

202. Paragraphs 168, 169, I70, 171, 172, 178, 174,177, 
1798, 180, 182, 188, 185, 1802, and 193 relating to Home 
Service are also applicable to Foreign Stations. 

203. If an allowance in kind for any Staff, Departmental, or 
Regimental Officer, not authorised by existing regulations, 
should be included in the requisitions made upon the Commis- 
sariat, the decision of the Officer Commanding, m respect of it, 
will be obtained, and the result reported by him, on Army 
Form 722, for the decision of the Secretary of State. A special 
issue not authorised by the regulations will not be made 
without prior sanction from the War Office, on application on 
Army Form 722, unless the circumstances are urgent. 

204. The Army Forms for accounting for fuel and light 
drawn from the Commissariat are :— 


For Staff and Departments, Army Form 744. 

For Regiments in quarters, Army Form 726. 

For Regiments on active service, Army Form 747. 
For Hospitals, Army Form 725. 


Commuted Allowance in lieu of Fuel and Light at Foreign Stations. 


205. When issues in kind cannot conveniently be made to 
individual Officers, and no fixed commuted scale exists, the 
rates to be paid in lieu of fuel and light will be fixed according 
to the contract rates for the scale of issues in kind. In sup- 
port of the charge for commuted allowance, the Officer -will 
certify that he did not draw fuel and light in kind from public 
magazines, or at the public expense. 
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Supply of Gas—Home and Foreign Stations. 


206. The various services for which gas may be supplied at 
the public expense will follow the regulations in paragraph 148 
for the supply of candles. | 

207. When gas is laid on to barracks and military buildings, 
it will be turned on daily to the barracks generally (when occu- 
pied by troops) at the general stop-cock half an hour before 
sunsct, and at each building not earlier than sunset. 

208. Gas will be turned off from all soldiers’ buildings half 
an hour after Tattoo Roll Call, except in the case of recreation 
rooms and serjeants’ messes, allowed to be kept open under 
the Queen’s Regulations and Orders for the Army. Gas 
will be turned off from all Officers’ buildings, except the Mess, 
at 11 p.m. | 

209. In wintcr mornings the gas may, upon the requisition 
of the Commanding Officer, be turned on to the men’s rooms 
and troop stables, and be used by the troops up to 7.30 a.m., at 
which hour, except at certain stations where due authority may 
have been given for a later hour, it will again be turned off at 
the general stop-cock. 

210. ‘I'he regulation of the use of gas during the night in 
the Hospital shall be at the discretion of the Principal Medical 
Officer at the station, who will give the necessary instructions 
to Medical Officers in charge of the hospitals, taking care that 
no unnecessary use of gas 1s permitted. 

211. The interior lamps or burners will be lighted by the 
troops, not earlier than half an hour after sunset. The duty of 
turning off the gas at each separate burner at the proper time, 
will also devolve upon the troops. 

212. Extenor lamps will be ighted and kept burning during 
the months of March and October, from 6 o’clock in the evening 
until 11 o’clock at night; and during the months of November, 
December, January, and February from 5 o’clock in the evening 
until 11 at night, excepting the lamps in the soldiers’ latrines 
and night urinals, in guard rooms, and at hospital and barrack 
gates, where they will be kept burning from sunset to sunnse, 
without reference to moonlight nights. The last-mentioned 
lamps can be lighted also during intermediate and summer 
months where absolutely necessary, subject to the special ap- 
proval of the Officer Commanding. 

213. The lamps will not be lighted during such periods as 
the barracks may remain unoccupied, neither will they be lighted 
on the night of the full moon, nor on the four preceding and two 
following nights, making, together, seven nights at every full 
moon on which the lamps will not be lighted. 

214, All sums due from regiments for gas burnt in Officers’ 
messes, after 11 p.m., or in billiard rooms, canteens, skittle 
alleys, or shops, will be recovered by the Paymaster, and credited 
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in the Cash Accounts, whenever payment is not made direct to 
the Gas Company by the occupants. 

215. When gas is laid on to rooms appropniated as Officers’ 

uarters the occupant will pay for the gas consumed, and, when 
the separate meter is hired, for its hire, recerving the money 
allowance in lieu of light, detailed in paragraph 196. 

216. In other cases or services when the Secretary of State 
shall see fit to order that the gas consumed shall be paid for by 
the persons using it, he will tix such commuted allowance in 
heu of gas as he may consider proper. 

217. Further details on this subject, for the guidance of 
Commissariat Officers, are included in the Regulations for the 
Path and Transport Staff. (Army Regulations, Vol. IV,

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Section VI—FIELD ALLOWANCE. 


218. The rates of field allowanee, the issue of which will be 
governed (subject to the exceptions stated in paragraph 228), 
by the Officer’s substantive rank, or in the case of a Staff 
or ‘Departmental Officer by the relative rank of the appointment 
which he may hold, will be as follows :—

219. The allowance is granted for the purpose of providing 
Officers with means in aid of defraying the expenses generally 
to which they may be subject from being placed under canvas 
at home or in the colonies. 

220. Officers, when ordered to encamp for general manoeuvres 
in the United Kingdom, will receive the allowance for 
31 days in advance, commencing from the date of encampment. 
A second advance will not be made for the same service, 
nor for a different service within a period of twelve months; but 
if the number of days during which the Officer is under canvas 
during the year exceed the period of the advance, the allowance 
will be issued for the subsequent period in arrear. 

221, Officers placed under canvas in the United Kingdom 
for any reason other than that stated in paragraph 220, or in the 
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Colonies for any reason other than active operations, will receive 
the allowance, in arrear, for the period of encampment. 

222. Officers actually serving with troops engaged in military 
operations in the field, in time of war or insurrection, whether 
actual or apprehended, will (subject to the restrictions in para- 
graph 224), receive the allowance for 91 or 182 daysin advance, 
according to the importance of the operations upon which the 
troops are employed. The allowance will commence from the 
date of the local order issued to the troops to take the field. 

223. If the troops are proceeding to the scene of operations 
from the United Kmgdom, the Secretary of State will previously 
determine the period of the advance of the allowance; but if 
from Foreign Stations the General or other Officer Commanding 
at the Station may authorise an issue for 91 days in advance, 
reporting his order to the Secretary of State, without whose 
previous sanction no larger advance will be authorised. 

224. A further advance of the allowance will not be made 
for the same service, nor for a different service within twelve 
months. Should the actual service in the field extend beyond 
the period of the first advance, and the Officers continue under 
canvas, the allowance for any further period will be continued 
as a daily allowance in arrear. 

225. An Officer belonging to the command, who has not 
previously received field allowance, will, on joining the force, 
receive the authorised advance from the date of his order to 
join. If he proceed by sea from the United Kingdom, or from a 
station abroad, the advance will then commence from the date 
of his “ Embarkation Order.” 

226. If an Officer serving with a Field force who has re- 
ceived an advance of field allowance, succeeds to a higher 
appointment, or is promoted or obtains a Staff appointment, he 
will, if he continue to serve with the same force, be entitled to 
receive the difference between his old and new rates of allow- 
ance as a daily issue from the date of the General Order 
notifying such appomtment or promotion. 

227. An Officer who has received an advance of field allow- 
ance, but who quits the force with which he is serving, in 
consequence of ill health or wounds, or on account of being 
ordered elsewhere on duty, will not be hable to refund any 


portion of it to the public. If he quits the force for any other. 


cause, he will refund that portion of the advance which relates 
to the period subsequent to his leaving the field force. 

228. A Captain succeeding to the command of his battalion 
will be entitled to receive the allowance of a Major. A Lieute- 
nant succeeding temporarily to the command of a company will 
be entitled to the allowance of a Captain, and a copy of the 
Regimental Order directing him to assume the command will be 
annexed to his claim for the higher rate. Lieutenants in com- 
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mand of detachments of companies will receive the allowance of 
their rank only. 

229. Military Governors of Colonies, and Military Officers 
administering Colonial Governments and not drawing Staff pay, 
are not entitled to Field allowance, although they may be in 
command of troops, except when they are actually in the field 
during active operations. 

230. An Officer will not under any circumstances receive 
more than one rate of field allowance. 

231. If an Officer during the period covered by an advance of 
field allowance, should be in quarters or lodgings, he will not be 
required to refund any portion of the advance of field allowance. 

232. If he is on the lodging list at a Foreign Station on first 
bemg ordered into camp, the fact of his drawing lodging money 
for a period under the regulations, as being responsible for and 
paying the rent of his house, will not debar him from receiving 

eld allowance. . 

233. If an Officer is on the lodging list when placed tem- 
porarily at home or abroad in camp, and at the expiration of 
the duty returns to his original station, the receipt of lodging 
and stable allowance under Section IX of these Regulations will 
not disqualify him from drawing field allowance. 

234. In the circumstances stated in the three preceding para- 
graphs field allowance may be charged without reference to the 
Secretary of State, provided full explanations be given on the 
Vouchers, but with these exceptions concurrent issues are for- 
bidden. 

235. Field allowances also will not be admissible when the 
advance period has expired, on days when travelling allowance 
is drawn. 

236. In any case, arising out of the United Kingdom, where 
a new appointment, for which no relative rank has been assigned 
by Royal Warrant, appears to be absolutely necessary, the 
General or other Officer in command may, pending the Secretary 


- of State’s decision, assign to the appointment such one of the 


Warrant Officers. 


rates of field allowance specified in paragraph 218 as he may 
think proper, reporting his proceedings forthwith to the Secretary 
of State. 

237. Field allowance, at the rate of 1s. a day, will be granted 
to Warrant Officers under the conditions on which such allow- 
ance is granted to Officers in the foregoing paragraphs. 

238. When troops are placed under canvas, either at Home or 
at Foreign Stations, under circumstances which entail the issue 
of field allowance, a report will immediately be made by the 
General or other Officer Commanding to the Secretary of State. 
The report will show the reason for placing the troops under 
canvas, and will state the proposed duration of the encampment. 

239. Claims for the issue of field allowance will be forwarded 
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for approval to the Senior Commissariat Officer of the District 
in which the claim arises, who will see that they are strictly in 
accordance with the foregoing regulations, and that no unneces- 
sary or excessive issue of the allowance is made. 

240. Claims, when approved by the Senior Commissariat 
Officer, will be passed to the Regimental Paymaster in case of 
Regimental Officers, and to the District Paymaster in case of 
Staff and Departmental Officers, to be adjusted and charged in 
the accounts. 

241. Claims for field allowance will invariably be made out 
on Army Form O, 1628, and will be supported— 


(a.) By a copy of the order under which the troops were en- 
camped. 

(6.) By a certificate (except in the case of a claim for an 
advance) that the claimants were actually present and 
under canvas on the days for which the allowance is 
claimed. 

(c.) By a certificate (except in the case of an advance of 
field allowance) from an Officer of the Commissariat that 
the claimants were not in the occupation of quarters, nor 
in the receipt of lodging or stabling allowance (unless 
under the circumstances detailed in paragraph 231— 
233), or of travelling allowance for any day for which 
field allowance is claimed. 

(d.) By the approval of the Senior Commissariat Officer.

243. Although this extent of accommodation will be 
adhered to as a rule, special exigencies may arise whereby it 
may become necessary for Officers to occupy quarters of less 
extent, and no claim can be entertained for lodging allowance 
or for compensation to the Officer on account of deficient accom- 
modation. 

244. Mounted Officers of the General or Departmental Staff 
are allowed a room for their grooms in addition to the number 
of rooms stated in paragraph 242. 

245. Mess rooms, ante-rooms, and mess kitchens will, as a 
rule, be allotted to regiments and regimental detachments. 

246. The Lieutenant-Colonel Commanding a regimental 
district; the Lieutenant-Colonels Commanding the Home and 
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Section VII. 


the Foreign Battalions; the Lieutenant-Colonel Commanding a 
Cavalry regiment or the Cavalry depét; and Lieutenant-Colonels 
of Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers, will alone be entitled 
to the quarters laid down for a Lieutenant-Colonel Command- 
ing. 

S947. Quartermasters and Riding Masters will have two 
rooms and a kitchen allotted to them, whenever such accom- 
modation is available. 

248. Choice of quarters by Regimental Officers will be 
regulated as laid down in Section XV of the Queen’s Regula- 
tions and Orders for the Army. — 

249. Quarters of Staff and Departmental Officers will, as a 
rule, be specially appropriated ; but where unoccupied barrack 
or hut accommodation exists and is likely to continue available, 
such Officers (unless excepted by authority from the Secretary 
of State) will be allotted quarters. 

250. Applications for quarters will be sent direct to the Com- 
missariat Officer, who will assign them, when available, in con- 
formity with these regulations, and those laid down in Army 
Regulations, Vol. 4, Part I. 


WARRANT OFFICERS. 


251. Warrant: Officers will be entitled to quarters consisting 
of two rooms and a kitchen. Their quarters will be separated 
from those of the non-commissioned officers and men whenever 
possible, and will be conveniently situated for their duties. 


NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS AND MEN. 


252. A separate room will be allotted to each non-com- 
missioned officer* of Classes I, IT, and IIIA, and to each married 
serjeant or soldier on the married roll. A second room will, 
when possible, be given to those of Class I, and also to married 
non-commissioned officers or soldiers with large families. 
Unmarried serjeants will each have a separate room in the 
portion of the barracks occupied by the single men, when this 
accommodation can be given, but will otherwise be located in 
the barrack-rooms for non-commissioned officers aad men. 

253. Mess accommodation will be allotted when a serjeants’ 
mess is established. 

254. The regulated cubic space for soldiers at Home, under 
ordinary circumstances, is 600 feet for each man; in wooden 
huts, 400 feet for each man; and in hospitals, 1,200 feet for each 

atient. At Foreign Stations the cubic space will vary accord- 
ing to climate, and will be specially fixed for each command. 


* For certain other appointments, see paragraph 172, which will govern the 
allotment of quarters. 
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255. A schoolmaster or schoolmistress if married with leave 
will, in addition to the accommodation of non-commissioned 
officers, Class I, to which they are entitled, be allowed one addi- 
tional room (not exceeding, however, the total of two rooms and 
a latchen), provided the husband and wife be stationed together, 
and when such additional accommodation is available. In the 
case of a schoolmaster marrying a schoolmistress, or of a school- 
mistress marrying a non-commissioned officer, a double allot- 
ment of quarters will not be made, unless they are separated by 
the necessities of the service. This paragraph does not apply 
4 married schoolmistresses whose husbands are not in the 

rmy. 

256. The family of a married non-commissioned officer or 
man who is undergoing imprisonment, and is on the Married 
Roll, will, if the sentence is under six months, be permitted to 
remain in quarters.

258. Army Curates and Acting Army Chaplains will, if ex- 
ceptionally occupying Government quarters, be required to pay 
a stoppage of 10d. a-day. 

259. In any instance in which quarters may be allotted to 
Officers or subordinates who are in receipt of a consolidated 
rate of pay which includes a provision for quarters, a stoppage 
will be fixed by the Secretary of State, based on the amount 
included in the consolidated rate of pay on account of quarters. 

260. A Quarterly Return will be made by the Commissariat 
Officer upon Army Form P, 1944, of all persons included in the 
three preceding paragraphs (as well of those Officers of the 
Royal Engineers referred to in the warrant covering these regu- 
lations who retain their old rates of extra pay), who have been 
in public quarters during the preceding three months.

274. The Lieutenant-Colonel Commanding: a regimental dis- 
trict, the Lieutenant-Colonels Commanaing the Home and 
Foreign Battalions, the Lieutenant-Colonel Commanding a 
Cavalry regiment or the Cavalry Depot, and Lieutenant-Colonels 
of Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers, will alone be entitled to 
the rates assigned for a Lieutenant-Colonel in Command. 

275. If a Commanding Officer in lodgings retain a room in 
barracks, apart. from. the Commanding Officer’s office or orderly- 
room, appropriated as such, the rate of 4s. a-day will be subject 
to a deduction of 1s. a-day if the room retained excludes an 
Officer from barracks. 

276. Whenever there may be the regulated accommodation 
in barracks for all the Officers of a Regiment, no lodging allow- 
ance is admissible, and those married Officers who in such cage 
prefer to live out of barracks and are permitted to do so, will 
do so at their own expense. But when the barracks are 
(either on the corps arriving at a station, or subsequently, 
in consequence of more Officers joining) insufficient for all the 
Officers, the choice of living in lodgings may be granted, to the 
extent of the deficient accommodation, to the Officers in the 
order of seniority, married Officers having the preference. The 
Officers so selected will receive the lodging allowance of their 
respective regimental ranks. 

277. An Officer newly arrived at a station will not be allowed 
to disposscss a Junior Officer on the lodging list entitled to the 
same extent of quarters, and so compel him to take a vacant 
quarter. 

278. An Officer absent on duty or on leave being permitted, 
by the Queen’s Regulations, to retain his quarter for one 
month, the quarter at the end of the month will be held at the 
disposal of the Service, and lodging allowance will not be 
admissible for an Officer on the Lodging List to whom it should 
be allotted; but in cases where the Officer’s leave is renewed 
for a short time, a discretion may be exercised by the General 
or other Officer Commanding, to permit the quarter to be 
retained for the Officer absent. 

279, Lodging allowance will be issued to Regimental Officers 
during such periods of leave of absence (including all leave) as 
do not on tho whole exceed 61 days in each year, ending on the 
31st March, for the purpose of enabling them to retain their 
lodgings at their Stations, the issue being conditional upon 
their continuing to pay the rent of their hired quarters.

280. Regimental Officers abroad ‘stationed separately at 
detached posts where they cannot derive the advantages of 
a regimental mess, may be allowed the rate of lodging allow- 
ance fixed for an Officer on the Staff of the same relative rank.

‘281, The lodging allowance of their rank at the Home rate 
may be issued to all Regimental, Medical, and African Com-

282, If an Officer have served 12 months or upwards on the 
Coast, he will be allowed lodging moncy for the full period of 
his leave, not exceeding 12 months.

284. No claim on account of periods of service less than 
those specified in the two preceding paragraphs will under 
any circumstances be admitted, unless the Officer is sent home 
on the report of a Medical Board in consequence of wounds 
received in action, or of illness contracted during actual opera- 
tions in the field on the West Coast of Africa, in which cases 
he will be allowed lodging money during leave for six months, 
to be renewed for a further time at the diseretion of the Secre- 
tary of State. 

285. An Officer of a West India Regiment, promoted from 
the ranks, will be allowed to reckon his Non-commissioned 
Officer’s service on the West Coast of Africa as well as his 
commissioned service towards the period required to give a 
claim to lodging-money while on leave in this country. 

286. Application for authority for the issue of the allowance 
will be made to the Secretary of State previous to the allowance 
being paid. 

287. Officers, if sent from the West Coast of Afnca to 
Madeira on sick leave in the milder cases of climatic illness, on 
the recommendation of a Medical Board, for a period not exceed- 
ing two months, will receive lodging-money, which will be issued 
at the rate laid down for the Station on the Coast at which the 
Officer may have been serving.

293. Lodging allowance has been fixed at such daily rates as 
are considered sufficient for all necessary payments (including 
the lability for surrender at short notice) tor rent of lodgings 
equivalent in extent to the regulated quarters and furniture pro- 
vided in barracks. Subject to the exception cantained in the 
following paragraph, lodging allowance will therefore only be 
drawn while an Officer remains on the strength of the command, 
and will cease immediately lie quits the command. 

294, At Foreign Stations when an Officer is removed upon 
due authority, he may receive lodging money to the end of the

301. When the issue of lodging allowance is interrupted by

302. Lodging allowance will be continucd to Officers sick in 
lodgings at their stations, when their sickness is certified to by 
the Senior Medical Officer and when the General or other 
Officer Commanding considers that the circumstances warrant its 
issue.

304. The rule laid down in the preceding paragraph will 
apply to Officers on the Lodging List detached from their 
Stations during artillery practice, at manceuvres or at summer 
drills, when they continue to pay the rent of their lodgings.

305. The continuance of lodging allowance at their per- 
manent stations under the circumstances mentioned in the two 
foregoing paragraphs will be admissible without special 
authority upon a certificate being given that the Officers retained 
and paid for their lodgings during their absence. 

306. The rates of lodging allowance at Foreign Stations 
include a provision for the hire of stabling. 


Warrant Officers. - 


307. A Warrant Officer on the Lodging List will receive 
lodging allowance during the periods of ordinary leave granted 
by Part I of these Regulations, to enable him to retain his 
lodgings at his station. 

308. When a Warrant Officer on the Lodging List is medi- 
cally treated in hired lodgings, the issue of lodging allowance 
will be continued to him, the certificate of the Senior Medical 
Officer being attached to the claim for the allowance. 

309. In the event of a married Warrant Officer on the 
Lodging List being separated from his wife and family on going 
into hospital or on temporary service, he will continue to receive 
lodging allowance to enable him to retain his hired quarter for 
their use. 

310. The absence of a Warrant Officer temporarily on 
service, or his absence from duty at his station while sick, will 
be shown on the claim for lodging allowance, but will not be 
returned in the leave columns. 


Non-Commissioned Officers and Men. 


311. A non-commissioned officer or soldier on the Married 
Roll will continue to receive lodging allowance for the benefit of 
his wife and family, when he may be in hospital or temporarily 
separated from them on service, provided no married soldier’s 

uarter becomes available for their use. 

312. Lodging allowance may continue to be issued for the 
family of a married non-commissioned officer or man who is 
undergoing imprisonment, and who is on the Married Roll, if the 
sentence is under six months, and if quarters are not available.

Section TX. 


313. Unmarried schoolmistresses or schoolmistresses whose 
husbands are on duty at another station, or are not in the 
service, will be permitted to draw lodging allowance, whether 
quarters are available in barracks or not. 

314. When a schoolmistress is married to a schoolmaster or 
to a non-commissioned Officer, no personal issue of lodging 
allowance will be made to her, unless her husband is separated 
from her by the requirements of the service. In the event, 
however, of the husband being of lower rank than her own, the 
lodging allowance will be issued to her instead of the husband. 

315. Schoolmasters and schoolmistresses on the lodging: list 
will be granted lodging allowance during authorised vacations. 


316. Military Staff Clerks and Departmental Subordinates 
on the Lodging List will receive lodging allowance during the 
periods of ordinary leave granted by Part I of these Regulations. 

317. Regimental non-commissioned officers and men on the 
Married Roll will, if on the Lodging List, receive lodging money 
while absent on furlough for a period not excceding, in all, 30 
days in each year. 

318. Lodging allowance being granted Curing leave or fur- 
lough, to provide for the retention of the lodgings, its issue will, 
in each case under the three preceding paragraphs, be supported 
by a certificate that rent has been paid for them. =~ 

319. Increased rates of lodging allowance on promotion will 
be admissible from the date on which the promotion is duly 
notified at the station. 

320. Lodging allowance will not be issued to Departmental 
Subordinates abroad, whose pay will be inclusive of all allow- 
ances.

Staff Officer, to the heads of the Commissariat, Ordnance Store, 
Army Medical, and Army Pay Departments.

333. When the stations of Mahébourg, Flacq, and Canoniere 

Point are occupied, an allowance of 54 rupees 50 cents a month 
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may be issued to the Regimental Messes to meet the expense of 
transport of mess stores and general expenditure, and also to the 
Officer stationed at Black River in aid of the special expenses 
entailed on him by local circumstances.

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


337. An Officer succeeding temporarily to a higher appoint- 
ment will not be entitled to higher allowances than those of his 
ordinary rank. 

338. An Officer’s allowances will commence on the day of 
his arrival in the Command, as notified in local General Orders, 
and will cease on the day he leaves it. The allowances will be 
regulated by the substantive rank of the Officer, and in case 
of Staff or Departmental Officers, by the relative rank assigned 
to the appointment. 

339. Officers on promotion will receive the allowances of 
their new rank from the date of the local General Order notify- 
ing the promotion. 

340. Officers holding Colonial appointments which necessi- 
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tate their being relieved from the regular performance of their 
military or departmental duties will not be entitled to any of the 
allowances provided in these Regulations, 

341. Officers drawing the allowances specified in paragraphs 
323 to 331 are not entitled to soldier servants, and must furnish 
certificates that they have not had the services of any soldier 
or other person paid by the public. 

342. The allowances may be drawn by Officers absent from 
their Stations on ordinary leave for 61 days in a year, pro- 
vided that they remain in, and continue on the strength of, the 
Command, and that they have not been relieved of duty by the 
arrival of their successors. 

343. The allowance specified in paragraph 334 may be drawn 
for a period not exceeding 61 days in a year by Officers 
stationed on the West Coast of Africa, who are allowed to 
proceed to Teneriffe or Madeira for the recovery of their health. 

344. Officers of the Ceylon, China, or Mauritius Commands 
who proceed on sick leave, or on ordinary leave within the 
regulated periods, to places in neighbouring countries although 
they may strictly be outside the lmits of their Commands, will 
receive during such absence half the regulated rates. 

345. Subject to these exceptions, Officers are not entitled to 
consolidated allowances during leave of absence from their Com- 
mands, but the allowances may be drawn by Officers on passage 
from one part to another of the same Command, provided they 
were previously on the strength of the Command. 

346. During the absence of the General Officer from the 
China or Ceylon Command, the Secretary of State may on 
application allow the portion of the consolidated allowance 
which represents table money (viz., at Hong Kong 7 dollars 
70 cents., and at Ceylon, 13 rupces 30 cents. per diem) to be 
issued to the next Senior Officer. The issue will be governed 
by the general regulations for table money laid down in 
Section XX. 

347. Warrant Officers stationed in the Commands specified 
in this Section will receive one-third of the rates laid down 
for Lieutenants. 

348. The allowances authorised in this section will be drawn 
upon Army Form 1611. 
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Section XI—TRAVELLING. 


I.—_OFFICERS. 


1. Travelling Expenses. 
(a) At Home and Foreign Stations. 


349. Officers will be reimbursed the actual and necessary 
expense of their conveyance when proceeding on public duty 
under orders from competent authority, provided that the 
journey be performed without unnecessary delay. Military 
Governors of Colonies and Military Officers administering Colonial 
Governments, and not drawing Staff pay, are not entitled to re- 
imbursement of travelling expenses, except when proceeding 
on military duty. 

350. Officers will not be entitled to travelling expenses when 
incurred in connection with leave of absence except under the 
following circumstances :— 

(a.) If, when recalled from leave of absence, in order to join 

’ “Schools of Instruction, to proceed to first assembling of 
Courts-Martial, or to serve on Special Committees, or 
perform other special duty, they revert to leave of 
absence on the completion of such duty. In all such 
cases the claims will on the reversion of the Officers to 
leave be submitted before payment for the special con- 
sideration of the Secretary of State. This regulation will 
not apply to any regimental duty other than Court-Martial, 
nor in the case of Staff or Departmental Officers to any 
duties pertaining to their appointments. 

(6.) If, while on leave of absence, they arc ordered to a sta- 
tion other than that from which they obtained leave, 
and, before proceeding to their new, rejoin their old 
station. Travelling expenses between the old and new 
stations will in such cases be admitted. 

(c.) If serving at home, and ordered, while on leave of 
absence to a station not within the United Kingdom, or 
if serving at a Foreign Station, and ordered while on 
leave of absence to a station not within the command, 
they will, under the conditions in (6), be entitled to 
travelling expenses to the port of embarkation. 
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(d.) In the cases of Officers who, after having been placed 
under orders for Foreign Service, are granted leave of 
absence pending embarkation, travelling expenses will be 
allowed from their place of residence to the port of em- 
barkation, not exceeding in amount the cost that would 
have been incurred in proceeding from the station, whence 
they obtained leave, to the port. 

(e.) When returning home on sick leave on the recommenda- 
tion of a Medical Board, or on a medical certificate when 
a Board cannot be assembled, Officers will be entitled to 
their expenses to the port of disembarkation in this 
country, and when returning from sick leave will be 
entitled to their expenses from the port of embarkation. 

(f.) Officers who return home, on duty, from Foreign Service, 
and obtain leave of absence before joming a Home 

~ Station, and Officers who return home on sick leave from 
a Foreign Station, and are ordered to join a Home 
Station will, on joming, be allowed their travelling 
expenses, from the port of disembarkation, if they reside 
there, or from any nearer place. If they join from a 
place more distant than the port of disembarkation 
they will be allowed expenses not exceeding in amount 
the cost of proceeding from such port. In the case of 
Departmental Officers who have reported themselves in 
London under paragraph 355, such expenses will be 
allowed not exceeding the cost from London. 


351. Officers will not be entitled to travelling expenses when Not entitled in 
the journey shall have been taken under the following cir- °°" 
cumstances :— 


(a.) ‘When joining the service at a Home Station, or proceed- 
ing to the port of embarkation for the purpose of joining 
at a Foreign Station, on first appointment, or from half- - 


ay. - 

6.) When ordered from the depét to the service companies 
at home, if they shall have joined the depédt whilst on 
leave of absence on private affairs from a Foreign Station, 
and shall not have completed one year’s service at the 
depot. 

(c.) When ordered to appear before a Medical Board for the 
purpose of obtaining a prolongation of leave, or of obtain- 
ing a certificate of fitness to rejoin for duty from leave or 
from half-pay. 

(d.) On appointment to the Adjutancy of a Battalion of 
Auxiliary Forces, while on leave in this country from a 
Foreign Station, or on examination for that appointment 
whilst on leave of absence. 
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(e.) On exchange, unless the expense of the journey would 
otherwise have become chargeable against the public. 
(f.) On resignation, removal from the service for misconduct, 

promotion to, or retirement upon, half-pay at home. 

(g.) When summoned as witnesses for the defence of Officers 
who shall be found guilty by Courts-Martial, or as wit- 
nesses at Courts-Martial founded on personal disputes 
between Officers, unless the expense be specially sanc- 
tioned by the Secretary of State. When sania for such 
witnesses are forwarded for the consideration of the 
Secretary of State they will be supported by a certificate 
from the President of the Court-Martial that their evi- 
dence was necessary or pertinent to the defence. 

(h.) When proceeding on any duty for which a special allow- 
ance which covers travelling is granted. 

(i.) When proceeding to London to report themselves 
personally to the Adjutant-General under section 13, 
paragraph 34, Queen’s Regulations and Orders for the 
Army, 1881 (see also paragraph 355). | 


352. At Home Stations, Officers in receipt of forage, or of 
an. allowance in lieu thereof, will not be required to ride their 
horses distances of 10 miles and upwards from their station. 
But they will not be granted travelling expenscs for journeys 
of less than 10 miles from their station unless they shall be pre- 
vented from returning to their station on the same day, or the 
journey be of so urgent a nature as to preclude the use of 
their own horses. This regulation applies to Officers who do 
not draw forage or forage allowance for the full number 
of horses to which they are entitled, as well as to those who do 
80. 

353. Officers entitled to forage allowance, who only tem- 
porarily or occasionally require the use of a horse, and who 
prefer, with the sanction of their superior officers, to hire a 
horse, will be allowed to charge against the public the actual 
sums paid by them for the particular days on which they have 
been necessarily mounted, on the understanding that such cost 
does not exceed the amount of the forage allowance to which 
they would have been entitled if a horse had been kept, during 
the period of the monthly or quarterly account (as the case may 
be) in which the claim is preferred. These claims will be made 
on Army Form O 1771, and should be accompanied by receipts 
as far as practicable. 

354. Officers temporarily employed on mounted duty during 
autuinn manoeuvres, mobilisation, or summer drills, and whose 
existing duties do not require them to keep horses, will receive 
an allowance at the rate of 12s. 6d. a day for each horse allowed 
and actually kept, in order to provide themselves with horses, 
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servants, saddlery, &c., and to cover all expenses of conveyance 


to and from the places of assembly. Mounted Officers tem- 


porarily employed on the above duties, and who are required to 
keep more horses than the number to which they are entitled in 
their existing appointments, will also receive the allowance of 
12s. 6d. a day for each additional horse authorised and actually 
kept. 

"355. Officers returning from foreign service on duty will be 
allowed their travelling expenses from the port of disembarka- 
tion to their regiment, depot, or station (except as provided in 
paragraphs 361, 362), if ordered to join the same, or to London, 
if specially ordered personally to report their return to the Adju- 
tant-General. Departmental Officers on returning home on com- 
pletion of a tour of foreign service will be allowed travelling 
expenses to London, provided that they proceed there without 
delay. (See Section 13, paragraphs 33, 34, and 35 of tho 
Queen’s Regulations and Orders for the Army, 1881, and para- 
graph 351 (2) above.) 

356. If an Officer returning from foreign service should dis- 
embark at a port in the United Kingdom morc distant from the 
station to which he is to proceed to do duty, or from London, if 
he be directed to report himself there personally, than that to 
which his passage may have been ordered, the excess of charge 
for conveyance must be defrayed by the Officer himself. The 
same rule will be observed with regard to Officers proceeding 
on foreign service, who embark for their own personal conveni- 
ence at a port more distant from their station than that from 
which their passages have been engaged. Officers placed upon 
half-pay for length of service, or promoted to half-pay while 
serving abroad, will not be allowed travelling expenses beyond 
the port of disembarkation in the United Kingdom. 

357. Officers on promotion from the ranks will be allowed 
their travelling expenses on joining any station to which they 
may be ordered to proceed. 

358. Officers proceeding from their station to, or returning 
to their station from the Staff College Examination, or an 
_ Examination for Army Promotion, or on attachment to the Staff 
before competing for admission to the Staff College, will, if they 
pass a qualifying examination, be allowed their travelling cx- 
penses. A certificate of their having so passed will be annexed 
to the claim. ; 

359. Officers proceeding to, or returning from, a course of 
Garrison Instrnction, will be allowed their travelling expenses, 
unless reported by the Instructor for want of punctuality im 
attendance, or want of application. 

360. Travelling expenses incurred by Officers, while attend- 
ing Garrison Instruction classes, on duties forming part of their 
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course of instruction, will not be allowed except when specially 
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authorised by the General or other Officer Commanding the 
district or garrison. (See also paragraph 391.) 

361. Officers appointed to the Personal Staff of a General 
Officer will, if they proceed to a Foreign Station with or upon 
the first appointment of the General Officer (but not otherwise), 
be allowed travelling expenses from the port of embarkation. 
On returning to their regiments, or to the United Kingdom, in 
consequence of the General Officer ceasing to hold his appoint- 
ment (but not otherwise), they will be allowed their expenses 
to the port of disembarkation in the United Kingdom, or to 
their regiments, if they rejoin them at a Foreign Station. 

362. No expense, either on taking up or quitting the ap- 
pointment, will be chargeable to the public for the travelling 
expenses of an Officer serving either at home or abroad who 
may be appointed to the Personal Staff of a General Officer in 
the United Kingdom. 

363. The cost of the conveyance of the families of General 
Officers, and Officers ranking as General Officers, proceeding on, 
or returning from, foreign service, will be borne by the public, 
when a land journey abroad is necessarily substituted for a pas- 
sage by sea. 

364. Officers appointed to the establishment of the late 
Military Store Service before the Ist of January, 1857, and 
those who held appointments as Barrack-Masters before the 7th 
of February, 1860, will be entitled to travelling expenses for 
their wives and children when the regulations sanction the 
allowance of such expenses to the Officers themselves. The 
children entitled to travelling expenses under this rule are, un- 
married daughters dependent on and residing with their fathers, 
and sons under the age of 18 years. 

365. Officers proceeding on other than temporary duty, will 
be allowed travelling expenses for the number of male servants 


actually accompanying them, not exceeding the following 
number :—

If a soldier servant be married and accompany his master when 
travelling on duty without troops, on change of station or other- 
wise, the public will not be put to any expense on account of 
the conveyance of the soldier’s family. 

366. General Officers proceeding on‘temporary duty without 
horses will be allowed travelling expenses for one servant, but 
Officers below the rank of General Officer, proceeding on tem- 
porary duty without horses, will not be allowed travelling 
expenses for a servant, except when ceeding for a course of 
instruction, or when ordered to attend at Foreign Manceuvres. 
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367. Officers proceeding on temporary duty without troops, 
if accompanied by their horses, will be allowed travelling ex- 
penses for one groom to each horse for which public conveyance 
1s allowed. 

368. The hire of a cab or car between barracks or quarters 
and railway or steamboat stations will be allowed if the Officers 
be necessarily travelling with baggage. 

369. Carriage and cab hire, except as sanctioned in para- 
eraph 368, will not be allowed when railway or other ordinary 
public conveyance is available, unless the claim be supported by 
a statement showing the necessity for resorting to such convey- 


ance. Cab fares not in connection with a journey, or which are 


for distances of less than two miles, will only be adimtted as a 
charge against the public when the Officers shall be shown to 
have been proceeding on duty of an urgent nature. A full ex- 
planation of the circumstances must accompany each claim, and 
the distance must in every case be shown. 

370. When two or more Officers proceed from one quarter on 
the same duty, a separate cab will not be allowed for each, un- 
less it be shown that it was impracticable for the Officers to 
perform their journey together. 

371. Staff and Departmental Officers, and Regimental Offi- 
cers entitled by their substantive rank to draw forage or forage 
allowance will, when proceeding on permanent duty, be entitled 
to conveyance at the public expense for the regulated number 
of horses actually required and kept for the performance of 
their duties both at the station they are leaving and that to 
which they are proceeding. 

372. Officers proceeding on temporary duty requiring them 
to be mounted, will be entitled to conveyance for a horse or 
horses as the nature of the duty may require, not exceeding in 
ay case the number for which they are entitled to draw 

orage. 

373. At Home Stations, Officers travelling with their horses 
will be reimbursed the livery expenses necessarily incurred by 
them, less the authorised forage allowance for each horse, if that 
allowance be drawn by them at their station. Claims for such 
expenses will state whether forage allowance is drawn, and. if 
so, at what rate. 

374. The railway fare for Officers will in no case exceed the 
Government rate of 2d. a mile; but ordinary tickcts (and return 
tickets when the case admits) will be taken by Officers and 
others, when their cost is less than 2d.a mile. Officers cannot 
claim a ticket by the “ limited mail trains.” If they elect to 
travel by those trains the extra cost of the ticket, if any, will not 
be admitted as a charge against the public. Gratuities to rail- 
way porters, being prohibited, are inadmissible as charges against 
the public. Booking or cloak-room fees and porterage are also 
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inadmissible, unless it is shown that cab or car hire, otherwise 
admissible, was thereby rendered unnecessary. 

375. In order to obtain conveyance at the Government rate, 
Officers will be prepared to produce, at the request of the Railway 
Company’s Agent, the route or letter of service under which 
they are proceeding. 

376. Second class railway fares only may be charged for 
journeys made by civilian Temporary Clerks of Works and 
civiian Temporary Draftsmen of the Royal Engineer Depart- 
ment, except when the journeys are made on those lines of 
railway on which there are no second class carriages, in which 
case first class fares will be allowed. The rates charged for 
soldier servants will not exceed ld. a mile; second class fare, 
when shown to have been unavoidably paid, may be charged for 
civilian servants. 

377. Officers travelling coastwise will travel at the fare of 
cabin passengers, and will pay for their own rations. No 
stewards’ fees will be allowed. If conveyed in Government 
transports and messed on board, they will be hable to the regu- 
lated messing contribution. | 


(b.) At Foreign Stations only. 


378, At Foreign Stations, Officers who do not draw forage 
will be allowed the actual expense of their conveyance by such 
means as the country affords, and as may be consistent with a 
prope: regard to economy. Such charges will be supported 

y a certificate from an Officer of the Commissanat Department 
that transport was not, and could not be, supplied by that 
Department. | 

379. Officers in receipt of consolidated colonial allowances 
covering travelling expenses within 10 miles of their station, 
will not be entitled to claim carriage, cab, or horse hire, for 
any journeys within that distance. But at Ceylon and the 
Straits Settlements Officers below the rank of General Officer 
who are entitled to or have been specially authorised to draw 
forage allowance, and have been exempted by the Officer in 
local command from keeping a horse, will be allowed to receive 
horse hire or travelling expenses up to the amount of such 
forage allowance. This Regulation will not authorise any 
Officer entitled to two horses, but drawing forage allowance for 


_ one only, to make any such charges in leu of forage allowance

380. Officers drawing forage, or forage allowance, will only 
be granted the expense of conveyance a3 provided in para- 
graph 378, when they are under the necessity of travelling with 
greater expedition than is practicable with their own horses, 
or when the nature of the country over which the journey is to 
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be performed will not allow of the Officers’ horses being 
employed. This regulation applies to Officers who do not 
draw forage or forage allowance for the full number of horses 
to which they are entitled, as well as to those who do so. 

381. Officers entitled to draw forage will, when travelling 
with their own horses where there are no Commissariat Stores 
be allowed the rate of commutation for forage fixed in the 
command, provided that forage be not drawn for the same horses 
at their permanent station. These Officers will also, when their 
horses cannot be accommodated in public stables, be allowed to 
charge stable hire at such daily rate as may be fixed in each 
command. 


2. Travelling Allowance. 
(a.) To Officers without Troops, at Home or Foreign Stations. 


382. An allowance at the following rates will be granted to 
Officers for each day (except as specified in paragraphs 385 and 
386) on which they may be necessarily absent on duty from 
their quarters, or usual places of residence. 

The issue of these rates will be regulated by substantive or 
by relative rank, and not by brevet rank.

383. Surveyors, assistant surveyors, and civilian clerks of 
the Koyal Engineer Department will be entitled to an allowance 
at the rate of 10s. a day, while travelling on public duty, 
subject to the same conditions as apply to Officers drawing 
travelling allowances. 

384, Military Governors of Colonies and Military Officers 
administering Colonial Governments, and not drawing Staff pay, 
are not entitled to travelling allowance under any circumstances. 

385. Officers quitting and returning to their station on the 
same day, provided they shall proceed beyond a radius of 10 
miles from their station, will receive the following allowance :—

386. For the last day of a journey, or when on change of 
station the journey is completed in one day, Officers will be 
allowed, irrespective of the distance they travel, one half of the 
rates sanctioned by paragraph 382. But no allowance will be 
admissible in the case of change of quarters in the same 
garrison. 

387. Officers, when landed at any intermediate place where 
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there is no garrison, while on passage to or from a Foreign 
Station, will be entitled to travelling allowance for every night 
they may be obliged to remain on shore. Where there is a 
garrison, Officers will be taken on the strength for local allow- 
ances; but, if the detention does not exceed seven days, 
travelling instead of local allowances will be granted. If the 
detention exceeds seven days, local allowances only, or an 
amount equivalent to them, will be granted during the whole 
period of the detention. 


388. Officers when detained en route, or when temporarily 
detached on duty for a period not exceeding 15 days, exclusive 
of days of arrival and departure, will receive full rates of 
travelling allowance for the first seven days’ detention, and 
half rates for the remaining eight days. When the detention 
exceeds fifteen days the Officer will receive travelling allowance . 
for the days of journeying, and will receive local instead of 
travelling allowance for the whole period of detention. In 
cases where the detention is prolonged beyond 15 days by 
circumstances which could not be foreseen, special claims for 
the issue of travelling allowance may be submitted to the 
Secretary of State for War, with a full explanation of the cir- 
cumstances, but no issues will be made until approval be 
communicated from the War Office. Under no circumstances 
will more than half rates be issued after seven days’ continuous 
detention. Travelling allowance for the days of journey only 
will be admissible for an Officer who may be posted permanently 
to the station to which he has been temporarily attached. 

389. Surveyors and others (see paragraph 383) who receive 
consolidated rates of pay (including all allowances) will be 
granted half rates of travelling allowance where under the 
preceding paragraph Officers receive local allowances. 

390. Officers proceeding without troops to do duty with 
detachments or In a garrison are not entitled to travelling 
allowance after joining. Instruction in Musketry is considered 
ordinary detachment duty. 

391. Travelling allowance will not be granted under any 
circumstances to Officers while attending Garrison or other 
Instruction Classes, even should travelling expenses on special 
occasions be authorised. 

392. Officers will, when temporarily detached on duty 
without troops, and entitled to be reimbursed their travelling 
expenses, receive an advance of field allowance and travelling 
alluwance without deduction on account of field allowance 
already drawn, but otherwise the concurrent issue will not be 
made. | | 

393. Officers who, having been specially ordered to report 
their arrival in London, obtain leave of absence, will not be

entitled to travelling allowance beyond the day of their arrival 
in London, unless they be specially detained by order. 

394. No travelling allowance will be granted to an Officer 
while rationed by the Commissariat Department, or while 
messed on board ship or elsewhere at the public expense, nor 
for the day on which he embarks on board, ship, if he embarks 
before the dinner hour, and therefore becomes liable for messing 
contribution. 

395, Officers officiating as Deputy Judge Advocate, and in 
receipt of tne speaial pay laid down in Part I of these Regu- 
lations, and Officers in receipt of special allowances in lieu 
of travelling expenses or travelling allowance, are not entitled 
to travelling allowance under these regulations. 

396. Officers proceeding on temporary duty with their 
horses but not otherwise (except as provided in paragraph 898), 
will be allowed 4s. a day on account of cach groom actually 
accompanying them (within the number to which they are 
entitled, see paragraph 367), but the allowance will only be at 
the rate of 2s. for any day on which the Officer’s own travelling 
allowance is chargeable at a reduced rate. 

397. The allowance referred to in paragraph 396 will not be 
issued in cases in which Officers ee ite with soldier servants 
could obtain a route, and thereby be enabled to billet their 
servants on the terms specified in the Army Discipline and 
Regulation Annual Act. ; 

398. General Officers proceeding on temporary duty with- 
out horses will be allowed travelling allowance for one personal 
servant. 

399. When Officers are specially permitted to select a route 
for their own convenience, they ill only be aliowed travelling 
expenses within the amount which would have been incurred 
by the public for their conveyance by the ordinary route. 


(b.) To Officers with Troops at Home Stations only. 


400. Travelling allowance at the following rates will be 
issued to Officers marching, or proceeding by railway, with 
troops at home :—

401. No allowance will be admissible in the case of change 
of quarters in the same garrison. 

402. Officers, other than those in the mounted service, pre- 
ceding, or remaining behind their corps to receive, or give 
over, charge of barracks, are only entitled to the same travel- 
ling allowance as they would have received had they accom- 
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panied their Corps. Officers of the mounted services accom- 
panying the dismounted party of their corps will receive 
allowance for the days occupied by the dismounted party in 
performing the journey, and Officers of the mounted services 
who precede or remain behind their Corps, to give or take over 
quarters, will receive the same travelling allowance as the dis- 
mounted party. 

403. A travelling allowance of 5s. a day will be issued te 


Officers: 


(a.) When on board ship coastwise at home, if not messed 
at the public expense. 

(b.) When detained on the line of march for other than the 
halting days, or at ports of embarkation, or disembarka- 
tion other than the Officer’s own station, provided that 
such detention does not exceed three days. 

(c.) When detached singly on duty for any period not 
exceeding seven days. When detached for more than 
seven days, the allowance under paragraph 400 will be 
issued only for the actual days of march. 

(d.) When called out in aid of the civil power at home at 
stations other than their own for a period not exceeding 
seven days. Any issue for a longer period must receive 
the previous sanction of the Secretary of State. 

(c.) When quitting and returning to their stations on the 
same day, provided the jowney extends beyond a radius 
of 10 miles from their stations. 


4.04. Claims of Officers to a travelling allowance (8s.) on 
account of extraordinary expenses incurred by them in con- 
nection with embarkation and disembarkation with troops either 
at home or abroad, under the circumstances referred to mn para- 
graph 4083 ()), orin consequence of an embarkation being sud- 
denly countermanded, may be submitted, with a full statement 
of the grounds of the claim, for the consideration of the Secre- 
tary of State. These claims will be forwarded through the 
General Officer Commanding, with a full explanation of the cir- 
cumstances, and supported by a certificate from an Officer of 
the Commissariat that local allowances m money or im kind 
have not been issued for the Officers or their mess, and by 
a detailed statement of the extraordinary expenses incurred. 
No allowance will, however, be granted on account of expenses 
entailed by a neglect of the instructions contained in paragraph 
24, Section 16, and the foot note to paragraph 33, Section 17, of 
the Queen's Regulations for the Army, 1881. 

405. Travelling allowance will not be issued to Officers 
marching with troops in flymg columns, at summer drills, or 
camps of manceuvre, or when they are supplied on the marcl 
with rations by the Commissariat. 
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Section XI. 


3. Preparation of Officers’ Travelling Claims. 


406. All claims for travelling expenses (including any 
expense for conveyance of baggage incurred when proceeding 
without troops) and travelling allowance, whether for Staff or 
Regimental Officers will be prepared on Army Form O 1771, 
supported by the necessary certificates and vouchers, and will 
be submitted for payment as early as possible, but not later 
than one month after the completion of the journey. 

4.07. When more than one Officer 1s employed on the same 
duty, all the claims will be included in one form, giving the 
name of each Officer. In the case of a Medical Officer accom- 
panying troops proceeding under route, during either the whole 
or a portion of the journey, his name will be inserted in the 
route, and his travelling expenses while with the troops will be 
charged by the Paymaster, who holds the route, with the other 
expenses of the party. 

408. No claim will be entertained unless irade within one 
year from the date of the journey charged for. 

4.09. As only the actual cost of the conveyance of an Ufficer 
travelling on the public service is admissible, he will keep an 
accurate account thereof. When public conveyances are re- 
sorted to, the description of conveyance used will be given in 
the travelling claim; the places from and to which they were 
employed by the Officer, and the date of the Officer’s departure 
oe | arrival, will also be shown. 

410. Charges for carriage hire (other than ordinary cab hire), 
or for any unusual expenditure, will be supported by a state- 
ment of the circumstances which rendered such expenditure 
necessary, and by receipted vouchers. In cases where it may 
be impracticable to obtain receipted vouchers, the cause will be 
explained on the Travelling Claim. 

411, The expenses for each conveyance, whether by railway, 
steamboat, coach, omnibus, cab, car, fly, or boat, will be shown 
separately on the ‘l'ravelling Claim, and in sequence as they 
were incurred, the sums charged being subject to alteration, 
should. they exceed the established fares; no charges for fees to 
cab-drivers which are unauthorised by local regulations are admis- 
sible. The distances travelled by road and rail respectively 
will be stated on the claims. 

412. The travelling claims of Officers Commanding Corps 
and of local Heads of Departments will be countersigned by 
the General or other Officer Commanding; those of Junior 
Officers of Corps or Departments will be countersigned by the 
Commanding Officers and local Heads of Departments respec- 
tively. In all cases, whatever may be the rank or appointment 
of the Officer, the order of the Secretary of State for War, the 
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Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Adjutant-General, the General 
Officer Commanding, or other Officer having authority to direct 
the journey, will, whenever practicable, be attached to the claim. 
If the original order cannot be attached, a certified copy of it 
will be appended to the claim. 

413. Regimental travelling claims for journcys made under 
route will invariably be supported by a reference to the number 
of the route, to the account with which the route will be found, 
and its voucher number, if it has been already transmitted 
to the War Office. Whenever a soldier servant is permitted 
to accompany an Officer, the order granting such permission 
will be annexed im support of the charge. | 

414, When the Officer Commanding at a Foreign Station has 
occasion to travel on the public service, he will declare upon the 
voucher for the claim the nature of the duty which rendered the 
journey necessary, and the time actually required for its per- 
formance. 


II.--WARRANT OFFICERS AND NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS 
AND MEN. 


1. Travelling Expenses. 


415. At Home Stations, Warrant Officers, non-commissioned 
Officers and men will proceed by route, and reccive the allow- 
ances and advantages specified in the Army Discipline and 
Regulation Act, 1879. ? 

416. The railway fare for Warrant Officers, non-commissioned 
Officers and men will not exceed ld. a mile, and when third class 
fare is Jess than 1d. a mile, such fare only will be admissible. 
Children above three and under twelve years of age will be 
carried half-price, and those under three years of age free. 

417. Contracts for the conveyance of soldiers by steamboats 
coastwise, on the most frequented routes, have been entered into, 
and a list of the fares so far as contracts have been established 
will be published from time to time in Army Circulars, together 
with information as to the accommodation which is to be pro- 
vided. In other cases, soldiers will be given passages at the 
cheapest fares which will secure adequate protection from the 
weather. 

418. Warrant Officers and non-commissioned officers of 
Class I will be entitled to second class accommodation on board 
coasting steamers when available, but under no circumstances 
will the expense of first class accommodation be allowed. 

419. In the case of invalids, second class passages coastwise 
may be given when the Army Medical Officer certifies that such 


accommodation is necessary ; the certificate to that effect will be 


annexed as a voucher in support of the increased charge. 
420. When soldiers are conveyed coastwise and victualled at 


iti 
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the public expense, the regulated stoppages for rations, namely, 
14d. a day when a grocery ration is issued, and ld. a day addi- 
tional when a spirit ration or its equivalent is issued, will be 
made and credited to the public. 

421. Should. there be no contract to provide them with 
rations on the voyage, they will be entitled to the allowances 
laid down in paragraphs 452 to 454, which allowances will be 
issued in advance by the Paymaster who issues the Passage 
Warrants. 

422. Warrant Officers and Schoolmasters and Schoolmis- 
tresses will pay the following rates of stoppages when pro- 
ceeding coastwise in the United Kingdom :—

423. Whenever practicable Railway and Passage Warrants 
for the journeys of non-commissioned officers and men will be 
issued, instead of making direct money payments for their tare, 
except under the circumstances mentioned in paragraph 574. 

424, Troops proceeding through London will be sent by the 
Metropolitan Railway, when it can be used. 

425. Military foremen of works (including non-commissioned 
officers on probation) will be allowed, when necessary, the 
actual cost of their transit to their work by the cheapest avail- 
able public conveyance, provided that the distance to their 
work exceeds three miles. In very urgent cases, if the Com- 
manding Royal Engineer considers it necessary to order con- 
veyance for a shorter distance, the charge for such conveyance 
in the accounts will be supported by a statement from the 
Commanding Royal Engineer of the circumstances which 
rendered it necessary. 

426, When a non-commissioned officer is ordered to proceed 
to any prison with regimental clothing for prisoners on being 
released from confinement, and is directed to call at inter- 
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mediate military stations for additional suits of uniform, he will 
be allowed to deposit in the cloak room of the railway station 
at which he alights the clothing already in his possession. 

427. The charge incurred at the cloak room of the railway 
station will be borne by the public; but no charge for convey- 
ance of the additional clothing to the railway station will be 


admissible. 
2. Billet Money for Small Parties. 


428, In order to prevent inconvenience and expense to 
innkeepers in recovering the billet money due to them, soldiers 
travelling, either singly or in small parties, will, in accordance 
with paragraph 9. Section 16, Quecn’s Regulations and Orders 
for the Army, 1881, be furnished with sufficient subsistence 
money, and particularly instructed to discharge the legal 
demands of the innkeepers before leaving their billets, in 
accordance with the directions contained in the Army Disci- 
pline acd Regulation Act, 1879. 


3. Travelling Allowance, without Troops. 


429. Warrant Officers and Schoolmasters and School- 
mistresses, will be granted for each day (except as specified in 
paragraphs 4380 to 432) on which they may be necessarily 
absent on duty from their station, Travelling allowance at 4s. a 
day. 

"430. If a Schoolmistress be the wife of the Schoolmaster, 
and accompany him, she will receive only Is. 6d..a day. 

431. When quitting and returning to the station on the 
same day, only half of the above rates of travelling allowance 
will be issuable; and no issue will be made unless the distance 
travelled in the case of a journey completed in one day is 
beyond a radius of 10 miles from the claimant’s station. 

432. For the last day of a journey, or when on change of 
station the journey is completed in one day, one halt of the 
above rates will be allowed, irrespective of the distance tra- 
velled; but no allowance will be admissible on a change of 
quarters in the same garrison. 

433. The foregomg rates of travelling allowance will not be 
admissible concurrently with rations or with hot meal allow- 
ance, the allowance in lieu of rations or marching allowance 
under paragraphs 443 to 447. 

434. Warrant Officers who have received an advance of 
Field allowance, will, when temporarily detached on duty 
without troops, and entitled to be reimbursed their travelling 
expenses, receive travelling allowance without deduction on 
account of Field allowance already drawn, but otherwise the 
concurrent issue will not be made. 
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a a et 


435. Whenever for urgent reasons it is found necessary to 
send military foremen of works, who are not Warrant Officers, 
or military staff clerks, on duty at home, without a route, for one 
or more nights to a place where they cannot be provided with 
quarters nor be billeted, a travelling allowance at the rate of 
4s. a day, for a period not exceeding three days, will be granted 
to such non-commissioned officers on a certificate that the 
claimant could neither be lodged nor rationed by the public at 
the station to which he is sent, nor will be allowed the 6d. a 
day in lieu of rations on either of the days for which the 
travelling allowance is charged. A covering route should in 
all cases be at once obtained, and sent to the non-commissioned 
officer by post, when all special issues will cease. 

436. As travelling allowances under the preceding para- 
graph are only granted subject to its being clearly shown that 
it was impossible to provide a route, claims for the allowance 
must be accompanied by a full explanation of the circumstances 
under which the soldier was authorised to proceed without 
such a document. Half rate only will be admissible for the 
last day of journey. This and the preceding paragraph are 
not applicable to journeys on which a non-commissioned officer 
quits and returns to his station on the same day. 

437. At Foreign Stations a travelling allowance, at the 
rates specified, will be granted to the soldiers referred to 
in paragraph 485 when detached on special duty without 
troops. | 


4. Travelling Allowances, with Troops, at Home. 


438. Warrant Officers, Schoolmasters and Schoolmistresses, 


when proceeding on duty with troops at home, will receive ¢ 


travelling allowances at the following daily rates :—

439. The above travelling allowances will be charged in the 
Regimental Pay List, and will be vouched by the route. 

440. On change of station, when the journey shall be 
completed in one day, the half rate will be allowed irrespective 
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of the distance travelled. No allowance will be admissible on 
a change of quarters in the same garrison. 

441, The foregoing rates of travelling allowance will not be 
admissible concurrently with rations, with hot meal allowance, 
the allowance in lieu of rations or marching allowance under 
paragraphs 443 and 447, 

442, The subsistence of a prisoner committed to the custody 
of the police on the line of march will not excced a daily rate 
of 1s. 

5. Marching Allowances. 


4.43. Soldiers proceeding from any station to another at — 
home, and marching not less than 10 miles, will receive the 
following daily allowance :—

444, This allowance will be issued irrespective of the pay- 
ment to be made to the Innkeeper, under the provisions of the 
Army Discipline and Regulation Act, 1879, when a hot meal is 
furnished to the soldiey. Soldiers on the march will only be 
granted an allowance of 6d. in lieu cf rations when the payment 
to the innkeeper above referred to is not made, and rations are 
not issued. 

445. ‘The mounted and foot services mentioned in paragraph 
443 will comprise :—

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446. When men of the mounted and foot services proceed 
on the same route, the number of each respectively should be 
shown. 

447, Marching allowance will not be admissible for the days 
of halt on the march, nor for any day upon which a less distance 
than 10 miles is marched, except under the circumstances men- 
tioned in the following paragraph, nor will marching allowance 
be admissible under any circumstances, for troops employed in 
flying columns or at manoeuvres or summer drills. 

448. In any case where a soldier may march on foot a dis- 
tance of five miles and upwards, in proceeding to or from a 
railway station, an allowance of 3d. will be granted, if the 
cohol journey in connection therewith should extend to 100 
miles. 

449. For a continuous railway journey in any part of the 
United Kingdom, a soldier will receive :— 


(a.) If not under 150 miles an allowance of 10d. 


(b.) - 250 ,, two allowances of 10d. 
(c.) fe 350 ,, three - of 10d. 
d a 450 ,, four re of 10d., which will 


be the maximum number of allowances for any journey. 


450. A soldier proceeding on a mixed journey partly by 
road or railway and partly by sea coastwise, when the sea 
portion of the journey occupies less than eight hours (see 
also paragraph 452), will, provided he performs a continuous 
journey by land and sea of 150 miles, be granted an allowance 
of 10d. 

451. The allowances granted by paragraphs 449a or 450, 
will not be admissible for any days on which sea rations or 
shore rations either in money or in kind are drawn for a soldier. 
In the cases referred to in 4496, 449c, and 449d, one less 
allowance than the number stated will in such case be issuable. 
No allowance will be admissible for any day on which the 
soldier may be billeted. | 

452, A soldier proceeding coastwise by steamer will be 
granted:— — 
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(a.) If the estimated period of the voyage exceed eight | 


hours, an allowance of 10d. 
(b.) If it exceeds 24 hours two allowances of 107. 
C.) s 48 ,, three allowances of 10d. 


453. The allowances under paragraph 452 will not be ad- 
mitted where there is a contract for providing a soldier with 
rations on the passage; but the allowances will be issuable 
irrespective of the men being billeted at the termination of the 
voyage. 

454. The allowance under paragraph 452a will not be 
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issuable when a shore ration in money or in kind is drawn. In 
the cases referred to in 4526 and 452c one less allowance than 
the number stated will in such case be admissible, 

455. When charges for marching money or travelling allow- 
ances are made in the Pay List, the route under which the 
march or journey has been performed is to be annexed as a> 
voucher. 

456. Paragraphs 448 to 455 will apply to non-commis- 
sioned officers and men of the Militia travellmg under route. 


III. CIVILIAN SUBORDINATES. 
1. Travelling Expenses. | 


457. At Home Stations, civilian subordinates will, when 
proceeding on duty, be reimbursed their actual and necessary 
travelling expenses ; those specified in paragraph 468a will be 
entitled to second class accommodation on board coasting 
steamers, when available, and those specified in paragraph 4686 
to third class accommodation. Under no circumstances will 
the expense of first class accommodation be allowed, either on 
steamers or by railway. 

458. When it is necessary that civilian Master Tailors or 
Boot-makers should visit detachments of cavalry regiments at 
out-stations, the actual fares will alone be admitted. 

459. When joining or quitting the service, except in the 
case of voluntary resignation or of dismissal (if at a Home 
Station) for misconduct, the cost of conveyance to their homes 
within the United Kingdom will be allowed to civilian subordi- 
nates on the Permanent Istablishment, and their families, 
within the regulated limits as to the age of the children, but no 
travelling allowances will be granted. The cost of conveyance 
of the families will also be allowed when civilian subordinates 
are transferred for permanent duty from one station to another. 

460. Third class railway fares only will be admitted for 
civilian subordinates, their wives and families, except for such 
as are specially authorised by the Secretary of State to travel 
second class. Children above three and under twelve years of 
age will be carried half price, and those under three years of 
age frec. 

: 461. Each second or third class passenger is entitled to take 
by railway, without extra charge, half a hundredweight of 
baggage, or such further amount, if any, as the regulations of 
the Railway Company may permit. 

462, At Foreign Stations, conveyance for subordinates pro- 
ceeding on public duty will be provided by the Commissariat 
Department. When conveyance cannot be so provided, the 
actual and necessary expenses incurred by subordinates will be | 
refunded to them. . 
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2. Travelling Allowance. 


463. The undermentioned subordinates on the Permanent 
Establishment, when proceeding on duty under circumstances 
entitling them to be reimbursed their travelling expenses, will 
receive travelling allowance according to the following scale, 
for every day (except as specified in paragraphs 464, 465, 
467) on which they may be absent from their quarters or usual 
place of residence :—

Subordinates not included in the above lists will, except as 
stated in paragraph 458, receive such rates as the Secretary 
of State may from time to time fix. 

464, For the last day of a journey, or when the journey 

begins and ends in one day, only half of the above rates of 


travelling allowance will be issuable; and no issue will be made. 


unless the distance travelled, in the case of a journey completed 
In one day, is beyond a radius of ten miles from the claimant’s 
station. 

465. On change of staticn, when the journey shall be com- 
pleted in one day, the half rate will be allowed irrespective of 
the distance travelled. 

466. When subordinates shall be landed at any intermediate 
place, while on a passage to or from a foreign station, travelling 
allowance will be issuable for every night they may be obliged 
to remain on shore, unless they can be taken on the strength of 
the garrison. 

467. Subordinates when detained en route, or when tem- 
porarily detached on duty for a period not exceeding 15 days, 
exclusive of the days of arrival and departure, will receive full 
rates of travelling allowance for the first seven days’ detention, 
and half rates for the remaining eight days. When the deten- 
tion at any one station exceeds 15 days, they will receive 
_ travelling allowance for the days of journey only, and local 
allowances if entitled to them for the whole period of detention. 
In cases where the detention is prolonged beyond 15 consecu- 
tive days by circumstances which could not be foreseen, special 
claims for the issue of travelling allowance may be submitted to 
Secretary of State for War, with a full explanation of the cir- 
cumstances; but no issue will be made until approval be com- 
municated from the War Office. Under no circumstances will 
more than half rates be issued after seven days’ consecutive 
detention. 

468. Subordinates who receive a consolidated pay (including 
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all allowances) will under the circumstances mentioned in the 
preceding paragraph, receive half rates of travelling allowance 
where others receive local allowances. 

469. No travelling allowance will be granted for the day or 
days on which subordinates are lodged and rationed at the 
public expense. 

470. The travelling expenses and travelling allowances of 
civilian subordinates of the manufacturing and chemical depart- 
ments, of the Royal Army Clothing Depdt, and of the Ordnance 
Store Department at Home Stations will be governed by the 
Special Regulations issued by the Secretary of State to the 
Officers concerned. 


IV. RECRUITS. 
Travelling Expenses and Allowances. 


471. The travelling expenses of recruits from Out-stations to 
the Head-quarters of the District, together with the regulated 
allowances to which they may be entitled, will be charged in 
the accounts of the Recruiting District or Sub-district; when 
the distances are small the railway or passage fare may be paid 
by the conductor in cash. 

472. When the recruits leave the Recruiting District or Sub- 
district, the Paymaster will issue the necessary Railway or Pas- 
sage Warrants to convey them to their next halting place, 
together with the regulated allowances to which they may be 
entitled. Neither the amounts for which the Warrants are 
issued, nor the travelling allowances, will be subject to disallow- 
ance in the event of the man’s desertion en route. The Warrants 
should be made payable by the Paymaster of the Sub-district 
or Recruiting District in which the Recruit is raised, and the 
Warrants together with any travelling allowances issued will be 
charged in the accounts of such Paymaster. 

473. The allowance in lieu of rations for the day of journey 
will not be admissible for recruits whose intermediate destina- 
tion is London, and who will be lodged for the night and 
rationed there; nor for any day of journey for which the recruit 
may become entitled to an allowance of 10d. under paragraphs 
449 to 456, nor for any day’s journey at the end of which the 


recruit will be billeted. 


474, The allowance of 10d., under paragraphs 449 to 456, 
will not be chargeable for any day on which the recruit will 
be billeted, or lodged and rationed in London (except for 
journeys not under 250 miles as provided for in para- 
graph 451). 

475. When rations are supplied on passage coastwise, a 
deduction of 14d. a-day will be made and credited by the Pay- 
master in whose accounts the warrant is charged for. 
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476. The original “ Transfer (No. 1) Report,” Army Form 
QO, 1770, will be forwarded direct to the regiment or brigade 
depét which is to be his ultimate destination, and will contain 
the information prescribed in paragraph 378 of the Financial 
Instructions of 1879, 


477. The Paymaster at an intermediate station will issue 
to the recruit warrants and travelling allowances, if he be so 
entitled, for his onward journey. The Paymaster in London 
will also pay the cost of the hot meal given to the recruit at 
that station. : 


478. If a recruit be detained at an intermediate station, 
the Paymaster at such station will make the regulated pay- 
ments to the innkeeper on whom the man is billeted; and to 
the man, for allowance in leu of rations, if the detention 
exceed two days, or if he be quartered in barracks but not 
rationed. 


479. No charge will appear in the accounts of the Paymaster 
at the intermediate station, but the particulars of the warrants, 
travelling allowances, ration allowances, and aa laa to inn- 
keepers, and (in the case of London) of the hot meals, which 
have been issued will be forwarded to the Paymaster at the 
recruit’s ultimate destination, and the amount recovered from 
such Paymaster as an advance. 


No. 1 Report. 


480. Army Form B 206 will be sent by post, in advance of Army Forme 


the recruit, to his next halting station, and will show such 
particulars with reference to the warrants issued as may be 
sufficient to guide the Paymaster at such station in the 
issue of warrants for the next stage of the journey. Army 
Form B 216 will be similarly completed before bane handed to 
the recruit. 


481. A recruit who has been attested may, if rejected on 
final examination at a place distant from the place of his 
attestation, be sent back at the public expense to the place of 
attestation, and will in such case be granted an allowance of 
1s. a day as subsistence money for each day necessarily occupied 
by the journey, but ration allowance and subsistence allowance 
must not be issued for the same day. No charge for travelling 
expenses incurred or for travelling allowances, prior to attes- 
tation, will be admissible for any recruit except under the cir- 
eumstances mentioned in the following paragraph. 


482, The cost of conveyance actually incurred by a recruit 
who has applied for enlistment through the Post Office (and for 
‘whom, therefore, no bringing money is chargeable), in proceed- 
ing from the place at which he applies for enlistment to the 
place of attestation, will be admissible provided that 
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(a.) He is passed on primary medical examination and 
attested ; 

(b.) That the amount paid does not exceed that chargeable 
by the cheapest available mode of conveyance. 


These travelling expenses will be charged in the same accounts 
as the pay of the recruit from the date of attestation. 


V. DISCHARGED SOLDIERS. 


483. All soldiers, for whatever reason discharged (except 
men discharged by purchase under Nection 78 of the Army 
Discipline and Regulation Act, 1879, or under Part I of these 
Regulations, and those referred to in paragraphs 502 to 
504), will be granted free conveyance to the place of their 
attestation, provided that they apply for such conveyance 
within one month from the date of their discharge. 

484. Soldiers transferred to the Army Reserve will similarly 
be granted free conveyance on transfer. 

485. Soldiers entitled to be sent to the place of their attes- 
tation, may, if they prefer it, receive free conveyance to their 
homes or intended place of residence, if not involving greater 
cost than to the place of their attestation (see, however, follow- 
ing paragraph). 

486, Soldiers discharged on committal to Military Prisons, 
or expressly on account of bad conduct, will not be allowed to 
choose a place of residence. Such soldiers will, as a rule, be 
sent to the place of their attestation. In cases, however, in 
which it may appear desirable that they should be permitted to 
proceed to their homes, such a course may be sanctioned, pro- 
vided no increase of expense is involved. 

487. Soldiers transferred to the permanent Staff of the 
Auxiliary Forces will be granted free conveyance to their 
corps, and also conveyance under paragraph 488 on their 
discharge from the Army. 

488. A soldier, if discharged while on furlough, is allowed 
travelling expenses to his home if not exceeding those to the 
place of his attestation. 

489. Soldiers serving abroad, who originally enlisted in the 
United Kingdom, are entitled (unless they purchase their dis- 
charge), to be sent to this country for discharge. On discharge 
they will receive conveyance in accordance with paragraph 488. 
If, however, such soldiers elect to reside abroad, they may 
(except in the case of men discharged with ignominy or 
expressly on account of bad conduct), be discharged abroad, 
and receive free conveyance to any place not involving greater 
cost than that of conveyance, by the cheapest available mode, 
to the place of their attestation. No subsequent charge for 
conveyance will be admitted. 
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490. Soldiers serving abroad, ordered to be discharged ag Men discharged 
bad characters, will, if originally enlisted in the United King- characters. 
dom, in all cases be sent home to this country for disposal, and 
will in that case be allowed free conveyance to their place of 
attestation, or to their homes if not involving greater cost. If 
enlisted at a Foreign Station they will, when practicable, be 
sent direct from the station at which they were serving to the 
station at which they were attested. 

491. A soldier discharged abroad with a view to his To become 
becoming a settler in a colony, may be conveyed at the public ""°™"" 
expense to any station of the Military Command in which he 
may be serving. 

492. In the case of discharged soldiers who have re-entered Discharged 
the Army the place of re-attestation will for the purpose of ingorre- 
conveyance on subsequent discharge, be considered as the place "8#* 
of attestation. 

493. Asoldier who has enlisted into a regiment in which hig Sons of soldiers.

graphs 483 and 485, if not involving greater cost. | 

4.94, Militiamen who, when assembled for duty, volunteer Soldiers trans- 
to the Regular Army, will on discharge be entitled to be sent Kuniliary or 
to the place where they originally enrolled for the Militia, or to Bere Forces. 
their homes, provided in the latter case the expense does not 
exceed that which would have been incurred in sending them 
to the place of enrolment. Otherwise, men enlisted from the 
Auxiliary Forces will only be entitled to conveyance to the 
lace of their attestation for the Regular Army, or to their 
10mes if not involving greater cost. 

495. Soldiers to whom free conveyance on discharge ig subsistence to 
granted, and who are not entitled either to deferred pay, to a ducharge 
gratuity under Articles 5841 and 584 II of Part I of these 
Regulations, or to an advance of pension, will, if not supplied 
with rations at the public expense, receive an allowance of Is. a 
day for subsistence for each day necessarily occupied by them 
in awaiting conveyance or in travelling to the place to which 
they receive free conveyance. 

496. Passages without rations should invariably be provided 

for discharged soldiers when proceeding in coastwise steamers. 
But when proceeding by long sea the stoppage to be made from 
the discharged soldier for rations supplied to him at the public 
expense, on board any steam or other vesgel in proceeding to 
his ar of attestation, or intended place of residence, will be 
6d. a day. 

This stoppage, for the average number of days occupied by

deferred pay issued to the man by the Officer by whom such 
issue is made, and will be credited by him to the head of “ Lords 
of the Admiralty, Ship Ration Stoppages.” 

497. In all cases when conveyance by rail or steamer cannot 
be provided, soldiers entitled to conveyance on discharge will 
receive marching money at the rate of 1d. a mile to their place 
of attestation or intended place of residence, if not more distant. 

498. Soldiers discharged from the Army will receive 
warrants for the journey to the place of their attestation by 
the least expensive route. The warrants will not, however, be 
issuable if the soldier does not proceed to the place of attesta- 
tion. If the soldier is permitted to proceed to a place other 
than his place of attestation, he may receive warrants for such 
journey, not exceeding in cost the journey to the place of 
attestation. In the case of a more expensive journey he may 
also receive warrants, provided that he pays into the hands of 
the Officer issuing the warrants any difference of cost before the 
warrants are handed over to him. Money is in no case to be 
issued for a journey when warrants can be used. 

499. The travelling and other allowances will be issued 
and charged by the Paymaster of the Depédt or Corps from 
which the soldier is discharged, supported by Vouchers on 
Army Form >. 

500. In order that no question may be raised as to the 
actual issues made to discharged soldiers and thei families, 
every accountant or other person by whom such issues are 
made is to specify the particulars thereof on the parchment 
certificate of discharge, which is to be signed by the soldier. 

501. Soldiers belonging to Colonial corps, discharged 
abroad, may, in lieu of conveyance at the public expense, 
be granted a mileage allowance, to enable them to return to 
their places of attestation, or to their intended residences if not 
more distant, at such rates as the Secretary of State for War 


- may from time to time fix, in view of the local circumstances. 


- 502. Soldiers convicted by the civil power at home, if 
ordered to be summarily discharged from the Army, will not 
be entitled to any conveyance or subsistence ellowance as 
soldiers on release from confinement. 

5038. Soldiers undergoing imprisonment in Civil Prisons at 
home after conviction by Courts-Martial, if sentenced or ordered 
to be summarily disvharged from the Army will not be entitled 
to conveyance or subsistence allowance on discharge or on 
release from confinement. 

504. Soldiers undergoing penal servitude at home, if ordered 
to be discharged from the Army, will not be entitled to receive 
any conveyauce or subsistence as soldiers on their subsequent 
release from confinement. 
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VI. DESERTERS. 
1. Travelling Expenses. 


505. By the Army Discipline and Regulation Act, Justices Expenses attend- 
are empowered to order’a person apprehended on suspicion or 3omPrcne™™ 
of being a deserter to be conveyed in civil custody to the 
headquarters or depét of the regiment or corps to which he 
belongs, if stationed within a convenient and easily accessible 
distance from the place of commitment. In all such cases the 
expenses thus incurred by the civil power will be at once 
repaid. 

_ 506. The Paymaster will, under the orders of his Command- payment ot such 
ing Officer, pay these expenses to the constable who hands over **?¢™* 

the prisoner, upon the production of the Justice’s order for his 

committal to his regiment, and a detailed statement of the 

expenses of the journey duly certified by the committing 
Magistrate. The expenses of apprehension of deserters prior 

to the date of committal will be claimed from the War Office 

separately. 

507. These documents, with the constable’s receipt for the Vouchers. 
amount paid to him, will be a sufficient voucher for the charge 
when it appears in the accounts. 

508. The necessary expense of apprehending deserters and _Deeerters not 
also of conveying them to a prison or house of detention for tne 
safe custody, when not sent direct to their regiments under 
paragraph 505, will be defrayed by the War Office, on a state- 
ment certified by the committing Magistrate, but such expenses, 
together with the reward, must not exceed the sum of 40s. 

509. Routes will be furnished by the War Office for the Routes for men 
removal of men who may be committed to prison as deserters, prison.” 
and the following instructions in regard to the expenses charge- 
able thereon will be carefully observed. 

510. The non-commissioned officer commanding each escort ‘entity of

VII. CONVEYANCE OF SOLDIERS’ FAMILIES. 
1. On the Married Establishment. 


519. In the following regulations, the term “family” will 
be understood to include the wife or widow of the soldier and 
his legitimate sons under 14 years of age, and daughters under 
16 years of age; but soldiers’ daughters between 14 and 16 years 
of age will not, except as regards free conveyance, be recog- 
nised in the term “ family.” ‘These Regulations will also a a 
to the children of a Schoolmistress who is a widow, or whose 
husband is serving at another station, or is not in the service. 

520. The term “ conveyance ” used in the following regula- 
tions, does not include the cost of cab or cart hire, except when 
specially provided or sanctioned. 


a 


(a.) Travelling Expenses. 


521. Conveyance at the public cost will be provided for the 
families of soldiers on the Married Roll, under the following 
regulations :— 


(a.) Whenever troops are moved from one station to 
another under competent authority ; 

(5.) When troops are ordered to embark for foreign service 
without their families, the expenses of conveyance of the 
family will be allowed to the place of residence the family 
may select in the United Kingdom ; 

(c.) When the families on the Married Roll are subsequently 
permitted to rejoin them, or when families are sent out 
to fill vacancies in the service companies, whether from 
the depdt or from their homes, expenses of conveyance 
will be allowed to the port of embarkation or to the 
Headquarters of the Regimental Depdt; 

(d.) When a soldier dies or deserts, or is imprisoned for a 
period of six months or more, or becomes a lunatic; and 
when a soldier’s wife dies, becomes a lunatic, or is struck 
off the Married Roll for misconduct (provided the claim- 
ants proceed within three months, if at a Home Station, 
and if at a Foreign Station at the first opportunity of 
conveyance by troop-ship or transport, to the place to 
which they are entitled to be sent), the expense of con- 
veyance will be allowed to the place where the wife was 
married, or where her husband was attested, or to such 
place (not involving greater expenses for conveyance) as

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the family may select. In the case of a deserter, how- 
ever, conveyance will not be granted beyond the United 
Kingdom ; and in the event of the lunacy of a soldier, 
the Secretary of State may decide on sending the family 
to the parish or union to which the soldier appears to be 
chargeable. 

(e.) When a soldier’s wife dies, or, becomes a lunatic, a guide 
may, when necessary, accompany the children from 
the Home Station or port of disembarkation at home to 
the place of residence in the United Kingdom. The actual 
and regulated travelling expenses of the guide in gomg 
and returning will be admitted as a charge against the 
public, vouched by the route, or, should such guide not 
be a soldier, by a written authority for the journey. 

(f.) When a soldier is discharged under circumstances 
entitling him to free conveyance, or transferred to the 
Army Heserve, the expense of conveyance will be al- 
lowed for the journey on which the man is entitled to be 
conveyed in proceeding to his future home. 

(g.) When families of soldiers on the Married Roll are sent 
home from Foreign Stations, the expense of conveyance 
will be allowed to the place of residence in the United 
Kingdom which the family may select, if the journey be 
performed without troops, or if with troops, then to the 
depot or the destination of the regiment or detach- 
ment. 


522. In the case referred to in paragraph 521 (c), the families 
will, as far as practicable, be medically examined at their homes 
before being permitted to proceed to a port of embarkation, and 
they will not be allowed to embark unless medically certified to 
be in a fit state of health and cleanliness. | 

523. When a soldier on the Marnied Roll is transferred at his 
own request, the travelling expenses of his family will not be 
defrayed by the public. 

524. Should a woman, whose name has been struck off the 
Married Roll for misconduct, have her name subsequently 
entered on it by the Commanding Officer, the cost of convey- 
ance of herself and family back to the regiment will not be 
borne by the public. 

525. Soldiers’ unmarried daughters returning to their homes 
from foreign stations will, in cases in which the family is en- 
titled to conveyance at the public expense, be granted railway 
conveyance from the port of disembarkation to their homes, 
without any limit as to age. 

526. In cases in which it is deemed necessary to send the 
husband home with his invalided wife, he will be entitled to 
conveyance to her home, or to the depét of his regiment. If 
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authorised to proceed to her home he will, after arrival there, 
be treated as if on furlough, and be required to provide his own 
conveyance to the depdt, or to the port of embarkation, if 
returning to a Foreign Station, without joining a depdot. 


(b.) Travelling Allowances. 


527. When the families are not travelling with troops, the Subsistence.

530. The family accompanying a soldier on proceeding to 
his home in the Cnited Kaede, on transfer to the Army 
Reserve or on discharge under circumstances entitling him to 
free conveyance, will be treated as travelling without troops. 
531. If the journey necessarily occupies more than one 
day, the allowances specified in paragraphs 527 and 528 will, 
under like conditions, be granted for each day of the journey. | 
532. Whenever a soldier shall be discharged abroad with a. Setter. 
view to his becoming a settler in a colony, his family may be 
conveyed at the public expense to any station of the Militar 
Command to which the soldier may proceed (see paragrap

535. tf detained without troops at a port waiting for a 
vessel, or disembarked at an intermediate station on account of 
sickness, the following daily detention allowance will be paid, 
except for the days of arrival and embarkation, if barrack ac- 
commodation is not available for the families, and rations are 
not issued :—

When barrack accommodation is available, the daily detention 
allowance for wives and widows will be reduced to 6d., and for 
children to 3d. A similar allowance will be granted in the event

- §86. When married soldiers, travelling with their families, 
are necessarily billeted on the march, or at ports of embarkation, 
an allowance of 6d. will be made for each member of their 
family actually accompanying them, for each night the husband 
is in billets.

537. It is not necessary to apply for special authority for 
charging the travelling expenses of soldiers’ families authorised 
by these regulations. The charges will be made in the Pay- 
master’s accounts, subject to audit, and will be supported by 
full particulars of the circumstances under which the families

2. Not on the Married Establishment. 
(a.) Travelling Expenses. 


538. Conveyance at the public expense will be granted to 
the families of soldiers not on the married establishment, whether 
married with or without leave, under the following circum- 
ee provided they shall proceed immediately to their 

omes :— 


(a.) When thefamilies are present with a regiment or detach- 
ment in Great Britain or Ireland under orders to embark 
for service abroad, they may be sent to the place of 
residence they may select in the United Kingdom. 

(6.) When sent home from Foreign Stations they may be 
sent to the place of residence they may select in the 
United Kingdom, 
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(c.) When their husbands or fathers die in the service, or 
are discharged under circumstances entitling them to 
free conveyance, or are transferred to the Army Reserve. 

(d.) When soldiers of the Army Reserve are required to 
rejoin the colours, conveyance at the public expense will 


be granted to any place in the United Kingdom at which 
their families may elect to reside. 


(6.) Travelling Allowances. 


539. When families are sent by railway, the following sub- 
sistence allowances will be issued for a railway journey of over 
20 miles, provided no other allowance has been received b 
them to enable them to subsist themselves, for the day on which 
they ought to perform the journey by railway, viz. :—

Transport of Cast Horses. 


543. When Cast Horses are sent for sale they may, if they 
can be sent at less cost, or so as to arrive at the place of sale in 
better condition, be moved by railway; but in such cases cattle- 
trucks, not horse-boxes, will be used for their conveyance. Not 
more than one man for every ten horses will be sent in charge 
of horses when they are carried in cattle-trucks. 


VIII. MODE OF PAYMENT OF TRAVELLING EXPENSES.

in the accounts of the Paymaster, into whose payment they 
shall be reported, except in the case of recruits, as provided 
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in paragraphs 47'7—479, or under the circumstances stated in 
paragraph 546. 

545. When parties of men detailed from more than one regi- 
ment, brigade, or corps proceed under the authority of the same 
route, all allowances and expenses payable under regulation to 
Officers and men in connection with the movement will be 
charged in the Pay List of the regiment, brigade, or corps to 
which the Officer or non-commissioned officer in charge belongs, 
or is attached for payment. The charges will be supported by 
the original Route, Railway, or Passage Warrant, and other 
necessary vouchers. 

546. No charge for such ‘expenses will be passed in the 
public accounts, unless supported by the original vouchers, 
and should any such charge be preferred upon a duplicate, or 
copy of, or an extract from, a route or warrant, it will be dis- 
allowed. 

547. Duplicates or copies of routes will not be furnished 
either from Headquarters or by General Officers Commanding 
Districts, when the originals have been lost or mislaid, but when 
application is made for such duplicates or copies to serve as 
vouchers for Paymasters’ accounts, a memorandum (not on the 
printed form of route) will be furnished in each case, setting 
forth full particulars of the orders contained in the original 
route. 

548. If the number of. Officers or men actually conveyed 
varies from the number certified'on the third page of the route, 
the variation will be explained. When railway charges are 
broken by intervening marches, each railway charge will be 
distinctly specified in the statement provided for that purpose 
on the route. 7 

' 549. Where a Regiment is under orders for foreign service 
(except in India), the Paymaster will, as far as practicable, 
settle, before embarkation, any railway and other expenses 
chargeable against the public. 

550. Expenses which cannot be so settled will be settled by 
the Paymaster of the London Recruiting District, and recovered 
by him from the Paymaster of the Regiment by means of the 
“ Paymaster’s advances.” | 

551. The Paymaster of the London Recruiting District will 
similarly settle and recover any sums which may be due on out- 
standing Warrants not chargeable against the public. | 

552. Lists of all outstanding Warrants should be supplied 
by the Paymaster of the Regiment to the Paymaster of the 
London Recruiting District on embarkation. 

553. Where a Regiment is under orders for India, the 
Paymaster will, as far as practicable, settle, before embarkation, 
any railway and other expenses chargeable against the public, 
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and charge such expenses in his Pay List to the date of embar- 
kation. 

554, Any expenses which cannot beso settled will be settled 
by the Paymaster paying the Depdt, and admitted asa charge 
against the public in his accounts. The charge should be 
supported by the Warrants or other proof of payment, and 
a reference to the Route or other authority for the expendi- 


ture. 

555. The Paymaster of the Regiment will see that sufficient 
sums are left in the hands of the Paymaster paying the Depdt 
to settle any outstanding Warrants not chargeable against the 

ublic. 
= 556. A list of all outstanding Warrants should be supplied 
by the Paymaster of the Regiment to the Paymaster paying the 
Depot, together with a statement containing a reference to the 
routes or other authorities for expenditure chargeable against 
the public. 

557. The travelling claims of Regimental Officers will be 
examined and paid by Paymasters of Regiments, and staff and 
departmental claims by District Paymasters, without previous 
reference to the War Office, but subject to audit. 

558. Officers of the Roval Artillery and of the Royal Engi- 
neers, except when they proceed with troops under route, will 
be paid their travelling expenses by the District Paymasters 
of their respective districts. When they proceed under route 
their travelling expenses will be charged in the Regimental 
Pay Lists. 

559. The travelling claims of Regimental Officers at Home 
Stations, whose regiments are abroad, will be paid by the Dis- 
trict Paymaster, Home District, Horse Guards, London, unless 
the Officers be attached to a regiment or depot at home, when 
their claims will be paid by the Paymaster of the regiment or 

depét to which they are attached. 
| 560. Paymasters will be responsible that they do not make 


any payment on account of travelling expenses, which is not 1s 


distinctly provided for by regulation, and that, whenever prac- 
ticable, they check charges for cab hire by the local regulations 
on the subject. 

561. Claims of all Officers for travelling expenses incurred 
under circumstances not provided for by regulation, and cases of 
doubt as to the propriety of charges contained in travelling 
claims, will be submitted before payment, with a full report of 
the circumstances, to the Senior Commissariat Officer of the 
District, for decision. 

562. Appeals against his decision will be submitted through 
that Officer for the decision of the General Officer Commanding, 
and, if necessary, for reference to the Secretary of State. 

568. Travelling claims of Officers returnmg from abroad, 
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which contain charges for passages or freight by long sea as 
well as for land transit, or charges incurred abroad, will be 
forwarded to the War Office for examination before payment. 

564. The allowance to civilian witnesses for attending a 
Court-Martial for the trial of two or more prisoners belonging to 
different regiments or corps will be charged by the Paymaster 
of some one of the regiments or corps to which any of the 
prisoners belong. The Paymaster will notify such payment to 
the Paymasters of the other corps concerned. 

565. Claims of military witnesses will be paid by the Pay- 
master of the corps or depét to which the witnesses belong. 

566. Claims of witnesses belonging to the Royal Navy or 
Royal Marines will be paid by the Naval or Marine Pay- 
masters. 

567. Claims for the expenses of witnesses, whether civilian 
or military, in attending Courts-Martial, will be clearly stated, 
and certified by the President of the Court to be just and 
reasonable. | 

568. When any charge is made by civilian witnesses as com- 
pensation for loss of time in attending the court, their trade or 
occupation will be stated in the claim. The actual and neces- 
sary period of the allowance will be distinctly specified in every 
case. Claims of civilian witnesses for attendance at Courts- 
Martial at home will be submitted for the approval of the 
Secretary of State before payment. 

569. The expenses of witnesses, whether civilian or military, 
summoned for the defence of Officers who shall be found guilty 
by Courts-Martial, or as witnesses at Courts-Martial founded on 
personal disputes between Officers, will not be borne by the 
Public unless the expense be specially sanctioned by the Secre- 
tary of State. When claims for the expenses of such witnesses 
are forwarded for the special consideration of the Secretary of 
State they must be supported by a certificate from the President 
of the Court-Martial that their evidence was necessary or per- 
tinent to the defence (see also paragraph 351g). 

570. In case of Officers acquitted of the charges preferred 
pesaaet them, the expense of such witnesses will be paid by the 
public. 


&. At Foreign Stations. 


571. At Foreign Stations, the land and inland water trans- 
port of troops will be conducted under the direction of the Com- 
missariat Department. 

572. At Foreign Stations, travelling claims for all branches 
of the Service will be sent to the Senior Commissariat Officer 
at the station for examination and authorisation. It will be his 
duty, before sanctioning their payment, to see that proper 
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authority is shown for the journey, and that the charges are in 
accordance with regulation. When the payments have been 
sanctioned by the Commissariat Officer, regimental claims will 
be paid by the Paymaster of the regiment, and Staff and Depart- 
mental claims by the District Paymaster, subject in both cases 
to final audit at home. ) 

573. The same rules in regard to the claims for the Travel- 
ling expenses of witnesses for attending Courts-Martial at Foreign 
Stations as those laid down in paragraphs 564 to 568 will be 
observed, except that they will in all cases be submitted to the 
Commissariat Officer at the station for examination and autho- 
risation before payment. 


IX. RAILWAY AND PASSAGE WARRANTS. 


574. Railway and Passage Warrants will always be issued 
when practicable, except for distances of less than 10 miles. 
If, however, for special reasons, it is considered preferable or 
more convenient, they may be issued for such short distances. 

575. The numbers to be conveyed will be inserted (in words) 
on the face of the Warrant, and the regiment and names of the 
party upon the endorsement, but when the latter are too 
numerous, the name of the person in charge and the number 
(in words) of each rank under his charge will be sufficient. The 
names of all married men whose families accompany them will 
be specified on the route. All blanks in the Warrants will be 
crossed out so as to prevent the subsequent insertion of any 
unauthorised additions. 

576. When the conveyance of children is demanded, their 
ages will always be stated on the face of the Warrants. 

' 577, When the journey is by steamer and a contract exists 
including rations, care will be taken to insert “ With Rations” 
on the face of the Warrant. 

578. When several persons are proceeding under one War- 
rant, the Paymaster will particularly warn the person having 
the custody of .the Warrant that if all are not present at the 
railway station or place of embarkation, it will be his duty to 
strike the absentees out of the Warrant, and thus prevent the 
liability of improper charges being made in it. 

579. Before “ Through Warrants” are issued, the issuers 
will ascertain, if possible, that the different railways concerned 
have traffic arrangements with each other, otherwise great in- 
convenience may arise from the refusal of any one of the Rail- 
way Companies to act upon Warrants beyond the limits of their 
own line. When a doubt exists upon this point, it will be better 
to issue separate Warrants for each portion of the journey; 
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but it is advisable to issue “ Through Warrants” whenever 
practicable. 

580. Railway and Passage Warrants issued for journeys 
between places in Great Britain, and for through journeys: 
between Great Britain and Ireland, will be made payable, if 
possible, by the Paymaster, London Recruiting Depét, who will 
recover the amounts from the Paymaster by whom the charge 
will be made, and those warrants only which are issued for 
journeys between places in Ireland will be made payable by the 
District Paymaster, Dublin. 

581, In any case of obvious overcharge, or error of computa. 
tion, the Recruiting Depot or District Paymaster will be held 
liable for its correction, but not when the overcharge has arisen 
from causes over which he has had no control. 

582. Officers charged with the duty of issuing Railway or 
Passage Warrants will be careful in the case of Warrants issued 
for men quitting their payment, to make the Warrants payable 
by the Paymasters into whose payments the men are to be trans- 
ferred, except in the case of recruits (see paragraphs 477 to. 
479) and in that of men transferred to the Army Reserve. In 
the latter case the Warrants will be made payable by the Pay- 
masters of the Corps from which the men are transferred. 

583. Railway and Passage Warrants issued for non-commis- 
sioned officers and men of the Royal Artillery will be mada 
payable by the Paymasters of the Artillery Financial Districts 
to which their batteries belong. 

584. When Warrants are issued for escorts and deserters not 

belonging to the same regiment or corps, a separate Warrant 
for the deserter will be issued payable by the Paymaster of the 
regiment or corps to which he is conducted. 
. 585. When a Warrant issued by one Paymaster has been 
made payable by another, and the latter does not think himself 
responsible for its settlement, he will not return it to the Recruit- 
ing Depét or District Paymaster who has paid it, but will: com- 
municate with the issuer, and when he has ascertained the 
responsible person, he will transmit the Warrant to such person, 
and recover the amount from him: so.as to be able to settle for 
the same with the Recruiting Depdt or District Paymaster.. 

586. In the event of any difference of opinion arising between. 
the parties concerned, the question will be submitted to tha 
War Office for decision by the issuer of the Wavzrant, or by the 
Paymaster by whom it has been made payable. 

587. Before issuing Railway or Passage Warrants on. behalf 
of the Paymaster or Adjutant of another Corps, Paymastera, 
Adjutants, and others will,,.when the service will admit of tha 
necessary delay, apply to. the Officer Commanding the. Corps 
concerned, for authority to do. se- 

588. When the service is urgent, and will not. admit of a 
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reference being made, the issue of the Warrant will be noted on 
the Route, Furlough Certificate, Training Notice, or other docu- 
ment of identity produced by the applicant, and will also be 
immediately reported by post to the Paymaster or Adjutant of 
the Corps concerned. 

589. Railway or Passage Warrants for men of the Amy 
Hospital Corps, and for probationers preceeding to Netley, will 
be drawn on account of the Paymaster, Army Hospital Corps, 
tae not on account of the Paymaster, Royal Victoma Hospital, 

etley. 

590. Whenever Warrants are issued to enable soldiers to 
rejom their regiments from furlough, they will be made payable 
by the Paymaster of the regiment to which the men belong, 
and the fact of the issue of the Warrants will be immediately 
notified to that Officer, as well as noted, with the date thereof, 
on the furlough papers. 

591. The following words will also be written on the face of 
the Warrants in red ink :— 


“ Returning from furlough in “ Regimentals.” 


592. Warrants in lieu of money for journey will always be 
issued to discharged soldiers when practicable, as a discharged 
soldier is entitled only to free conveyance, and not to any 
gratuity in leu thereof when he does not leave the place where 
he takes his discharge. 

+ 598. Instances having occurred of discharged soldicrs having 
been left destitute m London, owing to steamship companies 
on which they had received Warrants refusing to embark them, 
Paymasters will be careful before issuing Passage Warrants to 
ascertain that the companies on which they are granted will 
embark soldiers under such orders. In cases of doubt, Pay- 
masters will communicate with the companies concerned, or will 
apply for information to the Paymaster of tne London Recruit- 
ing Depot. 

594, Paymasters and others, when issuing Railway and 
Passage Warrants tor the conveyance of soldicrs, or discharged 
men, to stations which can be reached by more than one route, 
will select the most direct and least expensive, except in cases 
where there may be military reasons against it, such as fre- 
quent changes of train, or long stoppages. ‘They will also state 
on the Warrant which route has been selected, in addition to 
any further particulars which may be necessary for the guidance 
of the Railway or Steamboat Companies, or the soldiers or dis- 
charged men concerned. 

595. Whenever it may be necessary to make an alteration 
in Warrants after their issue, the alteration will be verified by 
the signature of the Officer, or other person in charge, making 
such alteration ; otherwise the Company concerned might refuse 
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to act on it, in which case the Officer who may be to blame for 
the irregularity will be held responsible for the consequences of 
such refusal. 

596. Paymasters will invariably annex, as vouchers, all 
Warrants issued on the public service, and on which charges are 
made in their accounts. 

597. Warrants will not be used for the private purposes of 
Officers. 

598. Railway Companies are exempt from giving stamped 
receipts on Railway Warrants. 
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Section XIIL—CONVEYANCE OF BAGGAGE AND 
STORES. 


I.—_OFFICERS. 
Personal Baggage. 


599. The weight of personal baggage to be ordinarily con- 
veyed by Officers at the public expense, by land or sea, either at 
home or abroad, except when on service in the field, will be 
regulated by the following scales, and will be inclusive of the 
quantity carried free by railway or other conveyance. The 
rates will be governed by the Officer’s substantive rank, or in 
the case of a Staff or Departmental Officer by the relative rank 
of the appointment which he may hold.

622. The cost of the conveyance of the materials and tools 
enumerated in the following list, or such portions of them not 
exceeding 32 cwt., as shall actually and necessarily be conveyed 
with batteries of Royal Horse and Field Artillery, not supplied 
with store wagons, will be admitted as a charge against the

623. Whenever the battery is proceeding from one large 
store depdt to another, the bulky articles will be returned into 
store; but when this is not possible the stores alluded to will 
accompany the battery to the station to which such battery is 
proceeding. 

624, If public conveyance is not available the stores wal be 
conveyed under the regulations relating to regimental baggage 
generally, and the charge in the regimental accounts for the 
carriage of the stores in question will be supported by a list of 
the stores actually conveyed, besides proof of payment. 


IV.—GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


625. The scales of baggage enumerated in preceding para- 
graphs represent the maximum quantity of baggage which can 
be conveyed with troops at the public expense. Whenever indi- 
vidual Officers and men, or when bodies of troops move, if their 
legitimate military equipment,—z.e., personal equipment and fur- 
niture,—does not amount to the full weight or measurement 
allowed, the balance cannot be absorbed by the conveyance, at 
the public expense, of articles forming no part of the equipment 
necessary for the Service. 

‘8626. Charges for the conveyance of baggage (except in the 
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‘case of individual claims) will in all cases be detailed on the 
following forms, supported by receipted vouchers, in which will 
be shown the actual weight under each of the headings detailed 
therein, when the baggage is conveyed by land, and its weight 
and measurement when conveyed by water. The distances by 
rail and by road, when cartage is charged for, will also be

When the regiment concerned cannot provide fatigue 
parties at either end of the journey, the Officer Commanding will 
make application for a fatigue party to be provided from the 
troops in the Garrison quitted or jomed. Any neglect of this 
regulation may entail a largely increased charge for the convey- 
ance of the baggage, which will fall on the Officer Commanding, 
unless it can be shown that all available precautions have been 
taken, and that it was impossible to provide fatigue parties. 

631. Officers Commanding, before impressing or Vane carts Commissariat 
for the conveyance of baggage to or from railway stations, will, Corps to provide 
at stations where there are detachments of the Commissariat ‘anspor when 
and Transport Corps, demand transport from the Commissariat ; 
should none be available, the Officer Commanding will hire on 
the most reasonable possible terms, bearing in mind the rates 
laid down by the Army Discipline and Regulation Act, 1879, 
for the impressment of wagons.

636. In no case will the charge for the conveyance of baggage 
be inserted on Railway or Passage Warrants. 

637. All arrangements for the provision of transport for regi- 
mental baggage at Foreign Stations will be made by the Com- 
missariat under local regulations, and all charges connected 
therewith will appear in the District Paymaster’s accounts. 


Carriage of Stores, Clothing, and Parcels. 


638. Charges for the carriage of stores and clothing, and of 
parcels sent by rail or carrier, when not incwred on the move of 
a regiment or detachment, will be detailed on Army Form 
P. 1911, supported by receipts for the amounts paid, by a certifi- 
cate that the charges were incurred solely in the public service, 
aud when contract carriage is not available, that such charges 
are fair and reasonable.

677. In no case will wine or beer be included as part of the 
messing provided at the public expense for Officers or their 
families on passage, and they will be required to pay on board 
for the actual quantities they may consume. 

678, In contract packets or hired transports 9d. a-day will 
be charged for the messing of a civilian male servant or of a 
female servant, but when the cost of passage for a female servant 
exceeds that of a male servant the Officer will be charged the 
difference of such cost in addition to the 9d. a-day messing 
contribution. In Her Majesty’s troop ships the payments will 
be 9d. for a male servant, and 2s. for a female servant. 

679. Officers will be charged for the rations of their native 
servants on board ship half the daily stoppage paid on account 
of European servants, viz., 44d. instead of 9d. This rate is 
applicable only to passages between ports in India, and in the 
China and Ceylon commands. 

680. The rates for families and civilian servants will be varied 
from time to time by our Secretary of State, as circumstances 
may require. | 


(6.) Mode of recovering Messing Contribution. 


681. There are two modes of recovering the messing con- 
tribution payable by Officers, for themselves, their families, and 
servants, in respect of passages provided at the public expense—

682. In Her Majesty’s ships or troopships recovery will be 
made on board before disembarkation.

684, Upon all occasions of an Officer who is not entitled to Wives and fami- 
passage at the public expense for his wife, children, or servants, not entitled te 
being permitted to take them with him when ordered to proceed P™¥*8** 
by sea in one of Her Majesty’s ships, troopships, or transports, 
the Officer must himself defray the whole cost of their messing 
before disembarkation. 

685. At the termination of the voyage homeward in a Credit in

amount of messing contribution which shall be shown to be due 
from the Officer by the Messing Certificate to be produced by him. 

686. In the case of Officers going abroad or proceeding inter- 
colonially by transport or packet, the messing stoppages will be 
recovered by the Paymaster of their regiment at the station at 
the termination of the voyage, although the Officer may be in 
the payment of the Agent. Ifthere be no Paymaster of the 
Corps to which the Officer belongs at the station, the messing 
stoppages will be paid to the District Paymaster. | 

687. Officers and others about to embark on board ship are to Messing certi- 
take care to provide themselves with the prescribed form of **** 
Messing Certificate (Army Form O, 1669), and before they go 
on shore to complete the form or cause it to be completed in 
every particular, including the signature of the Paymaster or 
Master of the vessel, and of the Officer Commanding the Troops, 
or of the Officer himself where there is no Commanding Officer. 

688, In the event of Officers omitting to obtain the proper 
Messing Certificate, the Paymaster or other Accountant will 
immediately recover from the Officer the regulated stoppage 
for the number of days for which advanced pay 1s allowed for 
the voyage by Royal Warrant to have exceeded or been less 
than such period of advance; in which case the stoppages will 
be made for the period actually occupied by the voyage.

759. Whenever Regimental Messes are unavoidably closed 
either for periodical repairs, or from any unforeseen cause, 
rendering the Mess premises unfit for use, arrangements must 
be made for temporary accommodation in the manner indicated 
in paragraphs 288-292. 

760. Officers of the regular Army detached from their regi- 
ments for the purpose of assisting in the drill and instruction of 
Militia during the training period, will be entitled to an allow- 
ance In aid of mess, at the rate of 4s. a-day as granted to 
Militia Officers for each day they are not in receipt of personal 
allowance. They will not be required to pay. mess subscriptions 
at the Militia Regiment.

1. General Regulations. 


761, Indemnification for losses is granted strictly for the 
purpose of enabling a claimant to re-equip himself for service 
according to the scale of equipment deemed necessary for the 
performance of his duties. 

762. In estimating the amount of indemnification to be 
granted, regard will be had to the equipment prescribed by 
Regulation, or to such extension or restriction thereof as may 
have been authorised by the (General Officer in command, 
according to the nature of the service on which the claimant 
was employed when the loss occurred. 

763. Indemnification will invariably be confined to losses 
which have been altogether unavoidable, and may be granted 
n the following cases, viz. :— 


Losses— 


(a.) In action with the enemy ; 

6.) By capture ; : 

te By shipwreck, or by casualties on board ship, occasioned 
by storms or stress: of weather ; 

d.) By accidental fire ; 
e.) By the destruction of, or theft from, a public store ; 

(f.) By the destruction of horses or articles, to prevent their 
falling into the hands of the enemy, or to prevent the 
spreading of an infectious or contagious disorder. In the 

- case of horses destroyed on account of disease, it must be 
shown that there was danger of horses which were the’ 
property of the public being infected ; 

(g:) By the death or destruction of horses in consequence of 
‘loin disease” or “ horse sickness” im Africa ;

(h.) By the destruction of horses when it is clearly shown 
that the disease was contracted from Government horses 
or mules ; 

(i.) By the destruction of horses, when from the exigencies 
of the service the horses have been placed under excep- 
tional and peculiar insanitary conditions—as for instance, 
being crowded on board ship, or being battened down 
under hatches in a storm—and glanders or farcy has in 
consequence broken out ; | 

(k.) By the destruction of horses which it can be proved have 
contracted disease in infected billets; 


764. In all these cases it must be clearly shown that the 
articles or animals were placed, under the sanction of proper 
authority, in the situation in which the loss occurred; that 
every exertion was used to prevent the loss; and that any 


- orders for the destruction of articles or of animals were issued 


by competent authority and carried into effect with all possible 
promptitude. 

765. If, however, losses shall occur from exceptional causes 
not foreseen in these regulations, it will be competent to the 
Secretary of State to exercise his discretion in awarding indem- 
nification for the loss sustained, upon special representation being 
made to him of the circumstances under which the claim is pre- 
ferred. 

766. No claim will be admitted in the following cases, 
V1Z. :— 


Losses— 


(a.) From desertion ; 

(b.) From articles having been improperly packed, or placed, 
or left m improper situations ; 

(c.) From the death of horses by fatigue in the ordinary 
course of service ; 

(d.) From any circumstances whatever which might have 
been prevented by proper care and attention on the part 
of the regiment, or of the claimant, or of his servant, or 
other person in charge; 

(e.) Of private property not forming part of the claimant’s 
authorised military equipment, or necessary to him for the 
discharge of his public duties. 


767. No claim will be admitted from the representatives of 
deceased Officers or men, unless re-equipment prior to the date 
of decease can be proved. 

768. No indemnification will be granted for losses sustained 
by Officers when proceeding on, or returning from leave of 
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absence, except in case of sick leave, or under special circum- 
stances. 

769. If an Officer or a soldier shall have neglected to bring 
forward his claim for a period exceeding one month from the 
date of his loss, this delay will be considered a sufficient reason 
for rejecting the claim, unless the claimant can prove that he 
was unavoidably prevented from making an earlier claim. 

770. Whenever baggage or articles of equipment are sent by 
a vessel in which the Officer to whom they belong is not himself 
a passenger, it will be incumbent upon such Officer, unless the 
separation be ordered by competent authority in each particular 
case, and is not to suit an Officer’s own convenience, to protect 
himself against loss by an insurance; and if he has an oppor- 
_ tunity of doing so, and neglects to avail himself of it, no 
compensation will be allowed for any loss that may happen. 

771, Indemnification for losses allowable under these regula- 
tions will not be paid by the public if compensation is obtainable 
from any other source. But should the claimant desire it, and 
lose no time in making application to the Officer Commanding 
on the spot, a Board will be convened to afford him every possi- 
ble assistance in substantiating his claim to compensation from

772, Duplicate Returns in support of claims to indemnification 
for losses will be required in all cases, and they should be accom-

2. Officers’ Equipment, 


773. The maximum aggregate values of the full equipment 
of Officers of the several ranks, on service in the field, and not 
in the field, respectively, are laid down in Schedules A and B, 
which follow paragraph 788, and no variation of such equipment 
will be made except under the conditions referred to in paragraph 
762. 

774, The amounts shown in Schedules A and B, represent the 
full cost of the equipment for the loss of which indemnification 
may be granted, but in estimating the values of lost articles 
which have been in use, due abatement will be made from the 
full cost to allow for depreciation by wear and tear. 

775. In the case of loss of professional books and instruments, 
or of barrack furniture, necessarily in the possession of Officers, 
according to the nature of the service upon which they are 
employed at the time of the loss, compensation will be admitted 
to such reasonable extent as the Secretary of State may decide. 

776. In claiming indemnification, Officers will specify in detail 


on Army Form O, 1784, which will be rendered in duplicate, the

777. Indemnification for the loss or destruction of horses will 
be granted not exceeding the actual cost of each horse, due 
allowance being made for any depreciation in value at time of

778. Claims for horses lost or destroyed will be preferred on 
Army Forms O, 1785 and 1786. Army Form O, 1786, will be 
used for claims made under paragraph 768 (9). 


4. Money. 


779. No claim will be admitted on account of the loss of 
money which is the private property of individuals; but in 
special cases, where public money, which has been regularly 
received by individuals and has unavoidably remained in their 
hands shall be lost on service, application for indemnification 
may be made on Army Form O, 1787, such application being sup- 
ported by the several certificates and documents therein specified. 


| 5. Mess and Band Property. 


780. When articles of mess or of band property are lost under 
circumstances which may appear to justify the grant of com- 
pensation, indemnification for the loss may be allowed to such 
an extent as the Secretary of State may decide. 


6. Necessaries—Non-commissioned Officers and Men. 


781, Claims on account of necessaries lost on service by non- 
commissioned officers and soldiers individually will specify the 
articles lost, and their actual value at the time of the loss; and 
Commanding Officers of Regiments and Corps will be responsible 
that these claims include only such articles as are sanctioned as 
regimental necessaries by the Clothing Regulations, or any 
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modification thereof, under the conditions referred to in para- 
graph 762. 

782, Non-commissioned officers and soldiers, who have been 
taken prisoners of war and detained for more than four months, 
will not be allowed to receive indemnification for necessaries 
lost when they were taken prisoners; all claims, therefore, made 
by men who have been prisoners of war will contain a statement 
of the precise period during which they were absent from ser- 
vice in consequence of being captured. 

788. Claims of non-commissioned officers and soldiers on 
account of loss of necessaries will be made out and certified on 
Army Form O, 1788 ; the actual value of the articles, not exceed- 
ing the rates laid down in the price list in force at the time of the 
loss, being inserted therein. 

784, Claims of non-commissioned officers and men on account 
of the authorised destruction of necessaries which have been 
used with horses suffering from infectious or contagious disorders 
will be made out and certified on Army Form O, 1789. 

785. Claims for necessaries must in all cases be preferred 
separately, and should not in any way be included with those 
for clothing. 

7. Boards of Investigation. 


786, Every claim arising out of losses will be investigated 
with all convenient despatch by a Board of Officers, who will be 
guided by the principles laid down in these Regulations, and who 
will require the several proofs to be laid before them on the Army 
Forms prescribed in paragraphs 776, 778, 779, 788, and 784. 
The Board will in every case record an opinion as to the validity 
of the claim. and will submit a recommendation as to the amount 
of indemnification to be granted. The proceedings will be 
transmitted to the Officer Commanding the Forces, who, if it 
shall appear to him that the circumstances of the case justify 
the grant of compensation, will forward the same, with his ob- 
servations and opinion, to the Secretary of State for final 
decision. 

787, With armics in the field, where it may be advisable to 
come to an immediate and final settlement of -claims, such as for 
horses killed in action, the Secretary of State for War will, by 
such instructions as he may see fit to issue, define the special 
cases in which indemnification may be granted on the spot by 
the authority of the Commander of the Forces. 

788. In the event of claims being preferred for articles of 
equipment not laid down by Regulation, although contemplated 
by the provisions of paragraph 762, the Board will require the 
production of a copy of the order prescribing the extra articles of 
equipment, and will annex the same to their proceedings.

In addition to the articles of kit represented by the above7amounts every Officer is allowed to send 
to the base of operations a bullock trunk weighing about 100 lbs. The contents may consist of any 
of the articles indicated by the headings of columns 1, 2, and 6, and indemnitication may be allowed 
to an amount not exceeding the totals of those columns in Schedule A, regard being had to the 
restriction in the weight of baggage admissible on field service. 

The above limitation applies only to Officers under the rank of General. 
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Section XVIII.—POSTAGE AND STATIONERY. 


Postage. 


789. The actual and necessary postage expenses Incurred on Postage 
the public service by officers of the General, Departmental, and 
Regimental Staff of the Regular Forces, including Officers Com- 
manding Batteries of Royal Artillery and Companies of Royal 
Engineers, and Staff Officers of Pensioners, will be borne by the 
public. 

790. A pass book, Army Book 97, will be kept, in which the 
addresses of all letters chargeable to the public will be entered. 
These entries will be examined daily by the Officer responsible 
for the expenditure, whose signature should be affixed as a 
voucher for its correctness. 

791. A certificate of the amount expended, corresponding 
with these details, will be required in support of the charge in 
the accounts, and the details will from time to time be required 
to be transmitted to the War Office. 

792. The expense incurred for postage by Captains of 
Cavalry and Infantry, and Officers in Command of Divisions of 
the Coast Brigade, in connection with their troops, companies, 
or divisions, will, as heretofore, be defrayable out of their annual 
contingent allowance. 


Stationery. 


793. The Officers referred to in paragraph 789 will receive, on stationery. 
ov aeaaaee bemg made by them, such supplies of Stationery as 
they may require for the due performance of their public duties, 
the demands being prepared (on Army Form L, 1378) in con- 
formity with the instructions contained in Clause 157, Army 
Circulars, 1876. 

794. In the case of Regiments of Cavalry and Infantry, the 

demands for Stationery (on Army Form L, 1378) will be made 
separately by the Commanding Officer, and the Paymaster. 
_ 795. The regulation in paragraph 792 with reference to 
Postage applies likewise to the Stationery (otherwise than Forms 
which will be supplied on demand at the public expense) re- 
quired for troops, companies, or divisions.

1. General Regulations respecting Purchase. 


796. The Regiments of Life Guards and Horse Guards will 
be granted an annual allowance of £140 per troop for the pur- 
chase of troop horses. Detailed accounts of the expenditure of 
this allowance will be furnished annually for the information of 
the Secretary of State. 

797. In the case of other Mounted Corps, horses will be pur- 
chased at such rates as shall from time to time be determined 
and sanctioned by the Secretary of State. 

798. The age of a horse will be reckoned from the lst May 
in the year in which it was foaled, and no remount horse will be 
purchased prior to the Ist October in the year in which it 
becomes three years old, except under the special authority of 
the Adjutant-General; or later than the 31st December in the 
year in which it shall have reached the age of six years. On 
and after the Ist October, three-year-old horses may be pur- 
chased at four-year-old price. | 

799. The standard of height is fixed by the Commander-in- 
Chief. The fitness of horses in point of appearance, strength, 
and action will be determined by the Purchasing Officer, and 
their soundness will in each case be certified by an Army Veter- 
inary oa Ne 7 

800. The final approval of horses will rest with the Com- 
manding Officers in the Cavalry of the Line and Army Service 
Corps; with the Deputy or Assistant Adjutant Generals of 
Artillery and Engineers respectively, in the case of horses sent 
to Woolwich tor the former corps, or to Chatham or Aldershot 
for the latter; and with the Commanding Officers of Artillery 
and Engineers in Ireland, and at stations abroad.

Purchase, &o. of Horses. Section XIX. 


Instructions special to the Royal Artillery. 


801. The Veterinary Surgeon who examines the horses re- Royal artillery. 
ceived at Woolwich will certity as to their soundness within two 
-days after their arrival, and if any are unsound, they will be 
immediately returned to the dealers. 
802. One month will be allowed for the trial of horses re- 
ceived at Woolwich (during which they will be foraged at the 
public expense). 
803. All horses received at Woolwich upon trial, from dealers 
and others, will remain under the superintendence of the In- 
specting Officer until finally received or returned to the sellers. 


2. Payments of Purchase Money. 


804. The purchase money of troop horses on Home Service pose of 
will be paid by the Regimental Paymaster, under the directions Payment. 
of the Commanding Officer, and a statement of the particulars 
of the payments, specifying the age of the horses, the actual 
price paid for each horse, and the average price for the period of 
the Pay List in which the charges are made, will be inserted m 
the Pay List. The charges will be supported by receipts from 
the dealers for the amounts paid. 

805. In regard to Cavalry and Royal Artillery abroad, the 
charges for remount troop horses in the Pay Lists will be sup- 
ported by a statement of the price paid for each horse, by a 
certificate from the Commanding Officer that the horses have 
actually joined the regiment, and been approved by him, and by 
a receipt from the dealers for the amount paid. 


3. Expenses prior to Joining. 


806. Dealers, from whom horses are purchased, either as Expenses before 
p : : g. 

remounts or for officers on being first commissioned, may receive 
for each horse delivered to and passed at the headquarters of 
the Corps, a commuted allowance as follows :— 

In the case of Corps stationed in Ireland, 16s. for each horse. 

In the case of Corps stationed in Great Britain, 27s. for each 
horse. 

In all cases the dealer will be held responsible for the risk 
and expenses incurred, should the horses be injured on the 
journey, or prove unfit for service on arrival at the Regiment. 


4. Travelling Expenses of Inspecting Officers. 


807. A charge of £1 for cach horse purchased for ordinary Aakers 
regimental remounts at home (including those obtained from the Osicer. 
dealers for Officers on being first commissioned), will be allowed, 
for the purpose of defraying the travelling expenses and per-

sonal allowance of the Officer proceeding to inspect the horses 
and of the Veterinary Surgeon who may accompany him. This 
charge will be vouched by the receipt of the former Officer ; 
and by a certificate detailing the places at which, and the dates 
on which, the horses were purchased and inspected by him. 
808. This charge of £1 for each horse purchased is not ad-. 
missible when horses for the Army are bought abroad. The 
actual and regulated travelling expenses and travelling allow- 
ances of the Officer proceeding to inspect the horses, and of the 
Veterinary Surgeon, if ordered to accompany him, will in such 
cases be granted. | 


5. Purchase of Horses by Officers. 
Purchase of Remounts. 


809. Officers, on first appointment to the Royal Horse Artil- 
lery, or on being first commissioned in the Cavalry, will be per- 
mitted to select horses from among the remounts under the fol- 
lowing regulations :— | 


(a.) The Commanding Officer may, in every case of first 
commission or appointment, instruct the dealer who sup- 
plies the corps with troop horses to provide two, in addi- 
tion, as Officers’ chargers, for which he will receive £55 
each from the Paymaster, if the Officer belong to the 
2nd Dragoons, or £50 in the case of any other Regiment 
or Corps. Such sum will be repaid by the Officer when 
the chargers have been certified to be sound by the 
Veterinary Surgeon, and approved of by the Commanding 
Officer, who will be held as responsible for the proper 
selection of these horses as he is for that of the troop 
horses. 

(6.) Such horses must not be under four years old, or exceed 
seven; and they will be submitted, with the other re- 
mounts, for the approval of the Inspecting General of 
Cavalry, at the half-yearly inspections. 

(c.) They will be considered the private property of the 
Officers, but will not be sold without the approval of the 
Commanding Officer. The horse selected as first charger 
will not be used for hunting or for harness. Should 
either or both horses become unfit, from disease, or accl- 
dent on duty, or be found within two years, from want 
of action or from vice, unfit for an Officer’s charger, they 
may be returned to the ranks, and the Officer will be 
permitted, with the consent and approval of the Com- 
manding Officer, to select others to replace them from 
the next remounts purchased, at the prices laid down in 


paragraph 811, 
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810. Officers, on being promoted from the ranks, will be per- 
mitted to select from the ordinary remounts under the foregoing 
rules at the troop price. Officers appointed from the ranks will 
not be allowed to dispose of horses selected at troop price before 
the expiration of five years from the date of selection, but will 
be placed in this respect on the same footing with Officers who 
select from the ranks at £52 2s. or £50. Officers appointed 
from the ranks who may dispose, at the end of five years, of 
horses selected at troop price, will be allowed a second selection 
from the remounts at troop price. 

811. Any Combatant Officer, under the rank of Field Officer, 
in want of chargers, will be permitted to select two from among 
the remount horses; Officers of the Medical, Paymasters’ and 
Veterinary Departments, and Quartermasters, may select one 
each. The Officer, whether combatant or non-combatant, will 
be required to pay for each horse £52 2s. in the 2nd Dragoons, 
or £50 in the case of any other Regiment or Corps. The regu- 
lations laid down for Officers on joming will be applicable to 
them also. 

812, When an Officer’s charger is destroyed on account of 
glanders or farcy, and the Officer thereby becomes entitled to 
compensation under the Losses Warrant, he may be allowed to 
select a horse from the remounts instead of receiving the sum 
fixed by the Losses Warrant. 


Purchase of Horses from the Ranks. 


813. Officers of the Royal Horse Artillery and Cavalry of the 
Lise will be permitted to select horses from the ranks under the 
following conditions :— 


(a.) An Officer under the rank of Field Officer may select 
any horse not previously told off for a non-commissioned 
Officer on the payment of £50 to the Paymaster (£52 2s. 
in the 2nd Dragoons); but he will not be permitted to 
have more than one so selected at any one time, nor to 
select a horse when he is already in possession of the 
number of horses to which he is entitled by regulation. 

(b.) Of this sum the actual price of the horse will be credited 
to the public, and the difference will be applied, through 
the regular dealers, to the purchase of remount horses of 
a superior class, so that Officers may have increased 
opportunities of selecting suitable chargers. 

(c.) A horse so selected must not be sold by private contract, 
or otherwise disposed of by the Officer, within five years 
from the date of selection, unless he is proceeding 
with his regiment for service in India; after the expira- 
tion of that period, such horse may become his private 


property. 
L 
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(d.) Should the Officer wish to part with the horse before he 
has had it for five years, he will place it at the disposal of 
his Commanding Officer, who, if it be passed sound and 
efficient as a troop or gun horse, and provided also its 
age does not exceed six years, will take it back into the 
ranks at troop price. If, however, it be over six years 
old, the Officer will receive £5 less than troop price for 
every. year the horse has been in his possession after it is 
over six years old. 

(e.) Should the horse be unsound, it may be cast and sold 
with other cast horses, and the proceeds of sale will be 
handed over to the Officer. 

(f.) If an Officer parts with his horse under the conditions of 
(d) or (e), he may, with the consent of his Commanding 
Officer, select another horse from the ranks for £50 
(£52 2s. in 2nd Dragoons), under the condition stated 

* in (a. 


6. Casting of Horses. 


At Home. 


814. The horses of Regiments and Corps serving in the 
United Kingdom will only be cast by express authority of the 
Commander-in-Chief. Application for authority to cast will be 
made on Army Form B, 109, as directed in the Queen’s Regu- 
lations, Section XI. 


Abroad. 


815. At Foreign Stations the previous sanction of the General 
or other Officer commanding will, in all cases, be obtained before 
horses are cast. 

816. A return (Army Form B, 164) as prescribed by Section 
XI, Queen’s Regulations, will be transmitted by the Officer 
commanding the Regiment to the Officer commanding on the 
Station, of such horses as are considered, after due examination, 
to be unfit for further service, and the Officer commanding the 
Regiment, on receiving back the Returns approved, will cause 
one copy to be forwarded to the Commissariat Officer when the 
horses are cast, and the other to be annexed to the Pay List, 
to account for such casting. 


7. Sale of Cast Horses. 


817. When authority shall have been received for the cast- 
ing of horses at Home Stations, their sale will be carried out by 
public auction, in the manner prescribed by the following para- 
graphs, without further instructions from the Secretary of State 
or War. 


r 
818. When horses are directed to be sold, the Commanding 
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Officer will sec that they are put in as good condition as circum- 
stances will permit, and sold on a market or sale day, at such 
place, and in such proportions, as may be most advisable. 

819. The Commanding Officer will take care that an Officer 
of experience supcrintends the sale, and will instruct ‘him, that if 
he should have reason to suppose that there 1s any combination 

among the dealers to keep down the price of the horses, he will 
be at liberty to buy in, or postpone the sale of any of the animals, 
according to the advice which he may receive from the auctioneer 
in that respect. 

820. No Officer or Soldicr belonging to the Regiment will be 
allowed to purchase any of the horses, directly or indirectly. 

821. No guarantee will be given by the auctioneer that the 
horses are free from discase. If, however, there should be rea- 
son to suppose that any cast horses authorised to be sold have 
become affected with glanders or farcy, they will be retained 
pending a reference to Headquarters; or, in the event of the 
disease having developed itself, they will be at once destroyed, 
and a report will be made to the Adjutant-General. 

822. Cast horscs, the property of the Crown, are not hable to 
toll or market dues when sold in a market town. 

823. The commission of the auctioneer, who shall be a sworn 
appraiser, will be at the rate of 24 per cent., and will be admitted 
as a deduction from the proceeds of the sale. ‘This commission 
will cover every charge incidental to the sale, with the excep- 
tion of the keep of the horses. 

824. When, however, a single horse is sold, a fee not exceed- 
ing 10s. 6d. will be admitted, provided no auctioneer could have 
been found willing to scll the horse for a commission of 24 per 
cent. 

825. As soon as possible after the auction the Commanding Credit from 
Officer will cause to be prepared a bill of sale (on Army Form QO, ale 
1638) specifying the price obtained for each horse and the name 
of the purchaser. The bill of sale will be signed by the 
auctioneer, and certified to be correct as regards the price of 
the horses and the names of the purchasers by the Officer 
attending the sale. The Commanding Officer will see that the 
proceeds of the sale are paid by the auctioneer, within fourteen 
days, to the Paymaster of the Regiment or Corps, and he will 
take care that the auctioncer is furnished with the Paymaster’s 
address at the time of the auction by the Officer ordered to 
attend the sale. The Paymaster will credit in his accounts 
the amount realised, the bill of sale being annexed as a voucher 
to the account in which the credit appears. 

826. The Commanding Officer will give due information to 
the Paymaster of any intended sale of cast horses in order that 
the sums to be received may be allowed for by the Paymaster 
in his monthly cash estimates for Regimental Services. ; 

L 
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827. The Commanding Officer will transmit a copy of the 
bill of sale (on Army Form O, 1638), to the Principal Veterinary 
Surgeon. 

828. The above regulations do not apply to the disposal of 
horses cast in the Aldershot, Home, and Woolwich Districts, 
concerning which instructions will be sent to the General Officers 
commanding those districts, | 

829. At Foreign Stations the proceeds of the sale of cast 
horses will be paid by the Commissariat Officer into the hands of 
the Regimental Paymaster, who will credit the amount in his 
next Pay List, annexing the account of the sale, to be fur- 
nished to him by the Commissariat Officer, on Army Form OQ, 
1638. 

830. The amount received for the hides and carcases of all 
dead horses, will be credited in the Pay List on which the horses 
were mustered. 


Section XX.—TABLE ALLOWANCE. 


831. Table allowance is granted to the General Officers Com- 
manding at certain stations at home and abroad. The amount 
allowed at each station is fixed from time to time by the Secre- 
tary of State, with the concurrence of the Lords Commissioners 
oat Treasury, and the issue of it is governed by the following: 
rules. 

832, A General Officer Commanding, on being appointed toa 
command for which table allowance is sanctioned, salt be entitled 
to draw it from the date on which he shall arrive at head- 
quarters and assume the command. 

, 833. The General Officer Commanding quitting a command 
will receive such table allowance up to the day preceding that 
on which he shall hand over the duties of the command to his 
successor. | 

834, Table allowance will be continued to a General Officer 
Commanding during his ordinary leave of 61 days in each year, 
but it will not be issued to him during the biennial or triennial 
leave sanctioned for Officers serving at certain foreign stations. 

835. Should an interval occur between the departure of a 
General Officer from his command and the arrival of his suc- 
cessor, table allowance may, with the approval of the Secretary 


of State, be issued to the Officer on whom the command may 
temporarily devolve. 
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836. During the absence of a General Officer from a foreign 
station on biennial or triennial leave, table allowance may, with 
the approval of the Secretary of State, be issued to the Officer 
temporarily exercising the command during the General’s ab- 
sence, after the expiration of the first 61 days. (See also para- 
graph 346.) 


Section XXI.—_LIBRARY ALLOWANCE. 


837. A money allowance of £2 10s. a year will be made to each Rates. 
troop or company of Househcld Cavalry, Cavalry of the Line, 
Foot Guards, Infantry of the Line, and Engineers, for the pro- 
vision, repair, &c., of books, the supply of newspapers, periodicals, 
and games, and the pay of the librarians in garrison and regi- 
mental libraries and reading rooms, the fees and subscriptions 
required being appropriated in aid of the expenses, instead of 
being credited to the public. 

838. Similarly the sum of £20 will be allotted for each brigade 
of Royal Artillery, and the Commanding Officer of each such 
brigade will forward on Ist April and Ist October a half- 
yearly report in duplicate for each Library to which assistance 
may be given. | 


Section XXIT.—_OUTFIT ALLOWANCE. 


839. A non-commissioned officer granted a Commission (ex- Rates. 
cept as provided in paragraph 840) will be allowed £100 in aid 
of his outfit. 

840. A non-commissioned officer granted a Commission on 
appointment to a horse brigade of the Royal Artillery, or to a 
regiment of Cavalry, or to a garrison appointment which re- 
quires him to keep a horse for the performance of his duties, 
will be allowed £150 in aid of his outfit. Riding Masters of 
Royal Artillery will only be allowed £100. | 

841, A Schoolmaster promoted to be Sub-Inspector of Army 
Schools, will be allowed £100 in aid of his outfit. 
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842. These allowances may be issued without previous 
reference to the War Office, and charged in the accounts in 
which the first charge of the Officer’s pay appears, vouched by 
proof of payment.

844, Those regiments or corps which are not mentioned in 
the foregoing paragraph will, so far as such stores or materials 
are concerned, be dealt with as heretofore. 

845. The charge will be made quarterly or half-yearly, ac- 
cording to the periods for which the pay lists are rendered, and 
will be vouched by proof of payment. 

846. The expense of repairing foils; trifling repairs to gloves; 
the supply of chalk, resin, sand, sandpaper, and such other 
matters, will be defrayed by a maximum allowance of £2 a year 
to each Gymnasium or Cavalry Regiment in which fencing is 
taught. District Paymasters or other local accountants will pay 
this allowance to the Superintendents or Instructors in charge 
of Gymnasia, by quarterly instalments in advance, on the first 
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day of each quarter, and charge the same in their accounts to 
Vote 12, Miscellaneous Stores. Paymasters will similarly pay 
the amount to Fencing Instructors of Cavalry Regiments. 


Section XXIV.—ALLOWANCE FOR SOLDIERS’ 
FUNERALS. 


847. The actual expenses necessarily incurred for the burial Fxpenaiture 
of non-commissioned officers and men dying on service will be “SU 
borne by the public. 

848. The normal cost of a soldier’s funeral is £1 15s., and 
charges not exceeding that amount will be admitted in the 
accounts of the Paymaster in whose payment the soldier died, 
if supported by the necessary proof of payment. 

849. When the local charges at any place necessarily cause 
an excess over the £1 15s., such extra expense, not exceeding
